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PREFACE • 



The Author of the following Pages, impresaed 
trith the painful conviction that the raluable 
Colony of Demerara is very imperfectly known 
to Europeans, conceived the intention of pre« 
fixing, as no unsuitable Introduction to his 
Work, some succinct account of its topographi- 
cal, political, and moral features. Upon ma* 
lurer reflection, however, he perceived, that, by 
confining himself to the limits he had prescribed^ 
it would be impossible to Ulustrate, in a satnu 
factory manner, the past and present condition 
i>f so interesting a Country, or condense wilhiqi 
so small a compass any stock of valuable or im^ 
portant information. On the other hand, if he 
had determined to enlarge the plan of his Bool^ 
and attempted to advance the geographical sci- 
ence of the Colony, by means of a minute and 
comprehensive description of its situation^ soil, 
climate, productions, commerce, political insti- 
tutions, statistics, history, &c., his failure would 
have been complete. The extreme diflSculty of 
executing a work of this kind is sufficiently ob- 
vious : it requires an extent and variety of read- 
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ing, and acquirements, to which the Author has 
no pretensions^- «nd a patience of inrestigation, 
and soundness of judgment, which, he regrets, to 
say, are rarely tQ be foui|d in tl^ works of tra* 
vellers in D^nerara. Indeed, these historiesi 
are, in general, yery defec^e, and surprisingly 
inaccurate. 

How mudi it were to be wished, that some^ 
distinguished writer, <x>mpeteiit to the execution 
of so arduous and important a task, would bc^ 
encouraged to undertake a ^ii^torical Work,-^ 
which should be natioaaln'-Hi^^Pcnu]:]^ the Co^ 
lonies in British Guiana. The theme is worthy 
of the most emin^it pei;^ ^xxd rich as thj^ 
boundless fertility of the soil. Politicalljr, moj 
rally, and socially €onsidered| such an under^ 
taking is n<9t n desideratum only ; it might, in 
truth, serve as the palladium of our fiit^re pros^ 
perity-— the advocate of our rights-^the defender 
of our {interests!* 

The path which the present Writer ha^ 
diosen to himself in these pages, is humble and 
simile, but it is not inviting. To present a dq* 
tail of ciiicumdtances which exhibit '^etumu|-

In presenting the following Details of a ramified Con-, 
spiraicy, and formidable fiisurrection of the Slaves oti 
the East Coast of the Colony of Demerara, thie irritei^ 
has done all in his power, to adhere closely to fiictaj; 
He has had the happiness to receive the aecoimts bf 
many respectable eye-witnesses; and by collating th^ 
circumstances which came undeif their obseryatibn, re* 
spectively, he is encouraged to hope, that his narration 
may be safely referred to, as an authentic record' of th6 
History of Uiis Colony, during a crisis, agitating aiifl 
perilous beyond all previous example. His itnost Ae^ 
sirable o£Sce, as it is his chief object, is tne commuhi* 
cation of truth; and he, therefore, avoids pointii' of c6n- 
troversy, and abstains from invidious comment, toiichin^ 
cause an4 effect, as altogether foreign to a prof^i^sea 
narrative of simple facts. - » t n ^ 

On Monday morning, the 18th of August, 1823^ 
between six and seven o'clock, a mulatto serVant, named 
Joseph, belonging to. Mr. Simpson of Le Rfeduit, hear^ 
ly five miles from Gfeorgetoi*n, coihmunick't^d to' hiii 
mai^r— evidently under feelings of trepidation and hoir* 
for— that afl'thenfegroes would Vise [revoltjthat hi^hil^ 
bT |;he following day at latest, tte had previbusIvBeen 
iaware of the existence &mong therii, ot great disaffeiS 
tion, — observed many j^iyate communings ^getfifer^— ^ 
suspiected" that sbnie atfocibtjs pui^ose Was tont^ttipla- 
ted,— ind 'diBtermined''ujp6n riarr6Wly watching thei* 
mojbibns. Nbt' feeing a confederate himself, he persuad- 
ed the negro Donderdaag, of the same estate, to dct the 
part of a spy; by which means he ascertained, positive^

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ly, that the rising or revolt had been fixed, upon the 
preceding evening, at the Missionary Chapel on plantar 
tion Le Resouvenir ; and tliat the head-men or ring* 
leaders, by preconcerted plan, were to put in motion 
the gangs of the different estates at one and the same 
moment, in order to insure combined and simultaneous' 
operations on all points. 

Mr. Simpson appreciated this information as its ob- 
vious importance demanded. He desired his^servant 
to avoid making any appearance of bustle, or by clear- 
ing away fire-arms, give rise to a suspicion of the plot 
being discovered. Beins a Burgher OflSeer, and Cap- 
tain of the Georgetown Troop of Cavalry, he immedi- 
ately left his estate, for the purpose of communicating 
to His Excellency the Governor, at Camp-House, the 
disclosures that had been made to him. On his way 
to town, he called at plantation Cuming's Lodge, ladies 
being in the family, and warned them of the impending 
danger, as he also did privately at other places, on his 
progress downwards. About ten o'clock. Captain Simp- 
son nad an interview with His Excellency the Governor^ 
who received the information with his accustomed ur* 
baxii^ and appeared to give it his most serious attention. 
His Excellency directed that the Cavalry should be 
assembled immediately, and requested that Captain 
Simpson would call upon him at the King's House, in 
two nours. The Cavalry accordingly were summoned; 
i[6everal of them in professional attendance at the Court 
of Justice^ then sitting, having, upon the representation 
of Captain Simpson to His Honor the President, re-> 
ceived permission to join their corps. Within two hours^ 
they had assembled at the Court-House yard. Captain 
Simpson waited upon His Excellency at the place and 
time aj^inted, and met him in consultation with His 
Honor the First Fiscal. He then received instructions 
to march his Cavalry direct to plantation Le Reduit, 
and, on his way up, to leave notice at the different 
estates, of approacning disturbances, in order to put 
them on their guard, and secure their fire-arms. His 
Excellency added, diat he would follow in person^ and 
at Le Reduit woidd give further orders. 
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It was now three o'clock. The troop of Oaiwdry, 
which altogether did not amount to more than fourteen 
tten, commenced their march, under Captain Simpson, 
then in plain clothes. They proceeded up the Coasi; 
by way of Cuming's Canal, the Captain sending ill 
expresses to the different estates, with warning notices, 
till he halted at Le Reduit^ as directed by the Governor, 
abcfut four o'clock. 

His Excellency the Governor, and His Honor the 
Fiscal, in a carri^e, attended by Captain Campbell, 
Brigade-Major, with His Excellency's Aid-de-Camp, 
Lieutenant HammiU, and the Government Secretary, 
John Murray, Esq, now left town fiwr the Coast, and 
received the Cavalry at their station, about five o'clock 
in the afternoon. His Excellency ordered Captain 
Simpson to despatch, with all possible speed, a Serjeant 
and four troopers, to the military post at Mahaica 
Creek, with an e:{Lpress, giving information, . on their 
way, of what was going forward, to the Bureher Cap- 
tains M'Turk ana Spencer, and to such t>f the estates 
to windward as might be imparted without causii^ 
delay. The detachment pushed jforward immediately. 

His Excellency and His Honor the First Fiscal now 
proceeded to interrogate Joseph, the man who first 
divulged to Captain Simpson the existence of a ccm- 
spiracy. The negro Donderdaag, also before mentioned, 
was called into the room, and solemnly declared, that 
what he had told Joseph was perfectly true» Oth^r 
negroes were likewise examined, whose statements fully 
agreed with the account which had been obtained be- 
fore, and which left no doubt on His Excellency's 
mind, that a spirit of insubordination and rebellion was 
in full activity amongst the slave population of the 
<]!olony. From what came out in these examinations^ 
It appeared, that a negro named M^s, belcMDging to 
plantation Vryheid's Lust, [see Map], was deeply im- 
plicated as a leader or fomenter in the plot. His 
Excellency and suite, accompanied by the Cavalry, 
proceedea to that estate, and Mars was taken into 
custody — from whence an express was despatched to 
Captain M'Turk, of plantation Felicity, to repair to 
the Governor, at Vryheid's Lust.

His ExcelleDcy immediately called to hone, to push 
farther up the Coa^ in order to ascertain the precise 
45ituation of the fire. Captain Simpson, with two file 
:^ men, was ordered to advance in front, at fiiU gaUops 
4o the place of alarm, and to return to the General, at 
head-quarters, at Chateau Margo, to inform him of the 
event. 

His Excellency and suite, with the undetached^part 
of the Cavalry, &c. followed rapidly. They reached 
the side-line between Le Resouvenir and Felicity, £see 
Map], when a lar^ body of armed negroes came down 
:upon them, shouting, " We have them^ we have them.*' 
His Excellency immediately stopped, and demanded 
ivhat they wanted. They replied, ** Our ri^t" His 
Excellency observed, that he could not think of entering 
into any discussion with them, until they laid dowti 
<their arms; in which case, he would listen to them pa*> 
tiently. This they positively refiised;, but, after some 
expostulation with those nearest him, they appeared, 
ibr a little time, to be disposed to listen to his advice, 
and two or three laid down their arms. His Excellency 
then stated to them the nature of the instructions he 
had received respecting the intentions of Government 
to am^iorate their condition; bat warned lliem, that 
Any ^cts of insubordination, or breaches of the peaces 
committed by them, would deprive tiiem of the benefit 
intended for them. He admonished them, for their 
own good, to return peaceably to their homes, and, if 
they had any complaints to make, or required further 
explanation of whiat he referred to, respecting the com- 
icnunications he had received from' His Majesty's Gov^ 
emm^nt, he would be glad if they would meet him at 
plantsition Felicity, fi>r that purpose, the following morn- 
ing, at eight o'clock. A few seemed as if they were 
desirous to avail themselves of His Excellency'is con- 
descension; but others immediately called out, **No, 
no!" and a blowing of shells followed. It was now 
jieedless to think of appeasing their refiuctory i^irit. 
The General went into his chaise. Some yet seemed 
anxious to speak to him again. He went up, and 
repeated his advice^ stating the consequences that would

At Nabadia, [ vide Map], about half-pasit time, when 
>llr. and Mi-s. Wah-ond were retiring to bed, unsusni- 
^iotts of ffppiroaehing dcAiger, the manager of an adjom- 
4nff estate camte rmming into ribe yard, with written 
itifoi^mation df a despatch having been senft to the 
'Oovernoir, that the slaves intended to revolt; and, al- 
though the intelligence was m<it fully believed. Tie re- 
•eommended diat the arms and ammunition, generally 
4£<*pt in the logic, or manager's room, should be removed 
<to the great hoc^. Mr. Reid (joint proprietor of thte 
estate) had retired to bed. Mr. Walrond went up to 
*hisToom, and showed him the letter; he told him he 
was determined to defend iJie propcfr^y, and went out 
*to the ^n^honse, where the two overseers were lodged, 
and directed them to the dwdlin^house, witli what 
Brms and ammunition were there. Tour muskets were 
immediately put in complete order, which, with Mr. 
Walrond's fowling-piece and piiftols, wei-e the only 
0»ms t1*cy had, and about sfacty rounds of ball-cartridge, 
-In 4he 'cattouch-boxes. Mr. Wahrond directed that 
IWO siMMikl Tefmain, one on each side off the gaBery- 
*d6o*'; two should renudnbehind lihe door of the hall; 
«nd ^^t ^sone fired on one "^ide, lie should retire tb 
the ^oor witihin, and the other take his place. The 
o^rse^rs took ^the watch ; Blip. Reid and Mr. Wal wmd 
^tttdhed from ^imt to four; the latter rettred up ^atrs 
Ht^biir o^dock, tfndlaid down, with "his cartouch4)ox 
^iftid^e^ery thing oh. Mt. Reifi tn about ten minutes

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rond seized his fowHng-piece, and was going to the 
place to repel them, and saw Mr. Tucker (one of the 
overseers) fire fi-om the inside of the house, direct from 
the door; and, as Mr. Walrond passed him, a shot 
was fired from the jealousie near the door, and Mr. 
. Tucker received a wound through the body, and ex- 
claimed, "O Christ, I am shot!" and immediately 
fell. Mr. Walrond said, "Tucker, I hope not;" but 
he never spoke a word more. Mr. Walrond took his 
place at the side of the- hall-door, and levelled at the 
man who had fired firom thence; his piece did not go 
off, but he retired to the corner where the gun with the 
bayonet was, and his servant Billy handed it to him, 
just as the other overseer (Mi:» Forbes) had fired, and 
who, on retiring to the inner room, was shot imme- 
diately through tne back part of the body, and cried 
out, " O God ! I am shot," and reeled to an arm-chair. 
Mr. Reid, on retiring from the upper end of the gallery, 
said to Mr. Walrond, *' It is of no use — 'We two are 
•exposed to numbers." The latter passed the former, 
Tand proceeded to the back steps, where he found num- 
bers coming up^ he immediately fired down the steps, 
and, as the piece he had was loaded with small ball, he 
wounded two. He was surrounded by numbers,' seized' 
by the collar on both sides, and dragged down the 
^teps in a brutal manner. They raised him after Tie 
"was down, and he begged for his life, for he thought 
they were going to kuihim. The. negro on his right 
hand, he imagined was his own man Frince, and said, 
" Prince, win you murder me in this barbarous man- 
ner?" — He replied, " I am not Prince^ but I am your 
friend — ^you are a good man, love God, and have not 
debarred your negroes from having their meetings." 
On their removing Mr. Walrond, he was met on the . 
way by his servant Joseph, who said they should not 
murder him, and he was forced into a room, into which, 
soon after, they brought Mr. Forbes, wounded, a.nd 
' removed Mr. Walrond to an upp^r room, where the 
stocks were^ into which they confined him. They did 
not put the feet of Mr. Forbes in the stocks, as Mr. 
Walrond b^ged theiH to have mercy, and take him 
out, which iney did. 
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Mrs. Wairond, meanwhile, was in me most acute 
ilrstriess, from tlxe noisy turbulenc<i of the revolten* 
t)3l6w,. ITie man-servant, Billy, rushed up stairs to 
Mts. Wairond, who insisted on going down to say somer 
^hing, ifshe possibly could, to koften them ; he entreated 
lier not to do so, becaui^e his master was killed, as he 
hefieied, aild both thie overseers. She then ran 4o the 
wmctow lacing the yard, and threw it open ; they im- 
medlatery ^red ^i. her, and struck hcS: in ttie arin. She 
perceived Mr. Walrcftd was hot killed, feiit only lying 
oh the ground. Mrs. V\alrond then called out, and 
l)eg^ed tliey would not kiH him; fliey again fired alt 
Iier, arid iV.ottoded het fii the hand; at diat Instan^ the 
servant BiHy pulled heir put of the chf^mber, and locked 
Ver in another room, and rigidly iijiade hlsescape, just 
jftis^tlie rebels ruiShed \xp stairs, • Mrs. Walroiid, oh 
Jbeihg ^rscovered by mein^ requested to be tak^h to ner 
tL.__L^^j i.

'Up; and msisted that iiis hiistrtess (Mrs. Wairond) 
should be takeh \o the «ick-hou)s^ where his master 
wasb She . accoirdingly wais carried there^ where she 
%)uria Mr. Wifrohd and the overseer^ the latter wound- 
eii arid dying, thou^ the Jrel^els boldly insisted thejr 
^rd hdt murder hiih. 

t])ne instance of ia spirited and successful resiistance 
pcculTed at plaritatfoh Mon Repos^ tinder the manager, 
Mr. jameis Keahe. A lar^e crowd of armed negroes 
had ci*owded around thb Duildings. Besides himselt^ 
there were but four overseers^ hut all were determihed 
'to defend their lives and property. Hi^ had. six or 
eight stand of ai'ins, tmd a case of pistols, with abun- 
dance of a^iinunition. They took up a position in the 
gallery of the house, iahd, having refused to deliver uj) 
uieir arms, as demanded by the insurgents, and warned 
them not to attack the house, «n armed party rushed 
'uri(]er it, and others surrounded it on every side. The 
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manager ^cautioned scMne who had gained the first 
landing-place, not to advance fajrlher, or he would fire. 
Four snots W6re then fired by the rebels into the front 
«f the house, one of i^hich passed close to the manager, 
find nearly stunned him^ he then fired) and his over* 
«eers, with one of his coopers, assisted iti keeping up 
the fire. The negroes returned it fretjuently, and 
^continued doing sO for nearly twenty minutes; he shot 
two of thetn going to the megas-house to 'get fuel, in 
order to set fire to thife dwelhng^house, and wounded 
.'several others. There was at least fifty stand of arms 
^mongsft the rebels, but they were ultimieitely beat off. 

Oh the plantation Beter Hope, the negroes went on 
>¥ith their work ^ Usual, mid evinced no symptoms of 
^dissatisfaction, or ^utiusual agitatiotk Betwixt seven 
und eight in the evening, Mr. Blake, the manager, and 
Mr. Mercer, dttinjj in the hall, a son 6f the proprietor 
of the adjoining estate earnestly called out tor the 
manager, and, having said that the negroes on the 
Ooast had risen, that he must have two white meli 
imm ediaftely. T he unemected^ ijitel%^ce Jiaturally 
— sui priced them, ihere'Xeifig' only one oversSer oWtfie 
-estate at the moment; he of course armed himself, and 
accompanied the express, but returtied at the urgent 
<lemand of the manager, in about half an hour. These 
two, with a coloured man, being noxv fully armed, and 
there being no doubt of the revolt having taken place^ 
they went to the front part of the house, before which 
the whole of the estate's gang had assembled, whom 
they told to stand and defend ^ themselves, and their 
master's property, which they all said heartily, and 
with one accord, they would do. A noise was soon 
afterwards heard to wmdward, and in a short time a 
large body of negroes entered the yard, and approached 
the mana^r's bouse. The insurgents called upon the 
gang to join them, who all answered, ** No." It was 
tnen vociferated, **We shall soon try." The first 
party of the insurgents that came down on the gang, 
were driven back; but a shell being immediately blown, 
^sounding the war-whoop, an armed reinforcement im- 
mediate^ advanced, which it appears had been before 
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concealed amongst the shrubbety near the hoos^ 
These men instantly surrounded tne manager's house^ 
and thrust their bayonets and guns through the jealousie 
vdndow; others broke through the back part of the 
house, and soon overpowered the whites^ whom they 
dragged out of the house, though not without resistance 
on their part, which was the means of enraging them 
the more; and some actually endeavoured to cut down 
the overseer, (Mr. Mercer,) who received a deep wound 
in his head. One prevented him from being killed 
outright, on account of his having presented a gun at 
the fellow's breast, in order that he. should be reserved 
£)r his own special victim^ to glut his revenge the next 
day. This man's name was Louis, a desperate ring- 
leader, who afterwards expiated his crimes upon the 
gallows. 

The manager, overseer, and coloured man who as- 
sisted, were conducted to the sick-house, and there put 
in the stocks. A negro man set to guard, was on the 
point of cutting off the head of the coloured man, bu^ 
others of the party coming in, interfered, and shordy 
released him altogether. The driver of the Beter 
Hope was likewise forced into the stocks, for having 
refused to join the insurgents, but was afterwards taken 
out. The overseer, Mr. Mercer, while confined in the 
stocks, and agonized with the pain of the wound in his 
head, repeatedly asked and implored the aforesaid man, 
Xiouis, to supply him with a little water, if it were only 
to wash the blood from his head — Uie request was 
stubbornly refused. The riotous mob, with the excep- 
tion of two or three, then went over to the manager's 
house, and with licentious fury broke open die stores, 
smashed his glass ware, and destroyed the furniture. 
Shortly after, the firing of the military was heard Li^i 
the neighbourhood — ^the tumult immediately subsided— 
the insurgents had fled in a body — and the whites were 
soon liberated from the stocks by their own negroes. 

The next instance of the conduct of the negroes at 
the commencement of the Revolt,^ shall be drawn from 
the occurrences which took place at Bachelor's Adven- 
ture, at the house of the head bo(4c-keeper, Mr. Rogers. 
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He had ^ne to bed abpijit nine q'clock, not fpr^seeinig' 
what he was &ted to endure before i^ext morning. ' T^ 
about two hours afterwards, he was roused from bis 
sleep by a tremendous knocking at his door; he asked^ 
« Who's there?" — " Friends from Mahaica," was the 
reply. ** What do you want?" he exclaimed. — ** Ever^ 
thing," said they — ** ^uns, powder, ball, iron — ^we do 
not come as murderers, but these things if e must have.'* 
Mr. Rogers naturally hesitated and kept silent. In fi 
few seconds they coQim^nced batteripg at the door, 
which they broke open; they then ransacked the house, 
jind took away all the ^rms they could, find. The 
party were strange negroes, a great many of whou^ 
were armed with guns and cutlasses; they wen^ awa^ 
peaceably. In about fifteen minutes after, however^ 
a second party of negroes, also well armed, made their 
appearance, an^ orc^red Mx. Refers, who was then 
leaning pii the window, to come ctown stairs, who an- 
swered that be would not; they then threatened ta 
shoot him; on hearing which, he instantly withdrew 
from the window, after which, he was stunned by the 
report of ^ gun. They then bi:t)ke ppen tjie doorsj, 
and rushe^ up stairs. , Mr. Rogers had just then gone 
to his bed-room, to the assistance of his wife, who had 
nearly gone into fits, having be^n brought to bed onljr 
ten days before. 

A man liamed Joseph, who was well armed and 
accoutred, instantly seized Mr. Rogers. by the collar^ 
and who, upon majcing soi^e slight resistance, raised 
his arm, and gave him several hard blows on the chest;, 
and so violent was die usage he received throughout^^ 
that one of the floor boards gave way' with b™. Th^ 
fell occasioned a severe cpntasion npbri hi§ left Jcnee; 
he was then dragged to the stocks at the point of the 
b^onet, and where, iii a mihiite or two afterwards, ajl 
the white gentlemen of the estate, (if^. Mr. Grant, MR 
Bowerbank, Mr. Airess, apd Mr. Monro,) were treated 
with the same ignominy. The stocks were locked, .and 
the door nailed i|p; orders Were also given,* by one 
of their chirfs, n^ed Kinsale, t^h^t not a soul shoidid 
meddle with the^tpcks, cor assisj^ tjiose in cbi^eriienti 
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until his return from Mahaica, where he said, " he was 
.going to make war." . One of them, named Natt, sug- 
gested that Mr. Roger's hands should be bound, as 
they were all aware that he was a strong man, and 
would make his escape before mdrning, if he were left 
like the rest; or said he, " Take him Over to Paradise, 
[plantation Paradise], and put him into Mr. Hugheft' 
stocks, hands andfeet.^* After much entreaty, however, 
and the interference of some of the rioters, he was al- 
lowed to remain with the rest 

They all continued in the stocks from eleven o'clock, 
a, m. of the 18th of August, to the 19th following, 
seven o'clock evening, when they were liberitfed by the 
military, without having obtained any relief or susten- 
ance all that time, save water alone. 

In this manner did the negroes proceed, on about 
ibrty plantations on the East Coast — say from planta- 
tion Piaisance, four miles from town, [vide Map], to 
the estate of Clon brook, in the neighbourhood of Ma^ 
haica; and, but for the timely resistance they met with, 
which will be detailed in the sequel, would have ex- 
tended that evening at least beyond Mahaica Creek* . 

In giving these instances of lawless outrage, it would 
be unpardonable to i>eglect the more pleasing task of 
recording an example of fidelity and good conduct on 
the part of the gang of plantation Brouers, [see Map], 
who not only refused to join the insurgents, bat, widi 
a presence of mind and courage, truly praise-worthy, 
resisted the tunuiltuous negroes of the neighbouring 
estates from encroaching on their master's property, 
and succeeded in defending the lives of the whites^ 
though at the imminent hazard of their own. The 
rebels belonging to Success, Le Resouvenir, Montrose, 
&c. all came in a body to the above estate, calling upon 
the gang to come and join them, and demanding, ad- 
mission to the house, in which at that time were fo^r 
ladies, and three children. The manager himself had 
been ordered off, on express military duty. The ne- 
groes, however, stood firm, saying, they were deter- 
jnined not to have any thing to do with them, and that 
they would oppose the first man who advanced* . On 

c 
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this ft dreadful rencontre took place— rinany severe and 
idaoflerous bhms were 4sx€hanged,'fiHirteen of the prin- 
H^|Mu.inea en Ae estate iiaving^^been bruised ttnd 'wound- 
<ed. The rebels only snceeeled in Carrying one white 
iman out cf four ^en on <ehe estate, to the sick^-house, 
jftnd ike was »resoued, as they were about to place 'him 
ein the stocks. The insurgents were ultimately obliged 
to dbendon their «nteiprise at this point, and gradually 
.retired* Put it is not to 'the defence alone of their 
-maater^^psoperty, ^.'diat the higliest praise b due to 
the negroes of Uie Brothers; they were of the greatest 
tservioe to themilitary at ^e neighbouring post, Felicity; 
,1^'they wer« the first of their race who came boldly 
cAmrard 40 criminate the offenders, on the evening in 
•-qiieitioii, no w4iilie man on the estate being acquainted 
with their names, and -the most daring of whomliave 
fiinbe isuffored for* their crimes. It may lustlybe said, 
^Ahat'liiese nespoes ^not only deserved well of every one 
JConixected'WifUi^them, 'but of the community at large. 

The -Governor having arrived from th]e CJoast nt, 

iDead^qiiiat^rs, about nine o'clock, evening, and being 

-ican^iiHced'that the most prompt and decisive measures 

w^re>Bec68sai7^ arrest the progress of the revolt, and 

firoteot <he lives and properties of His Majesty's sut)- 

jeots, instantly ordered out a detachment of the ^Ist 

•Nortlh British Fusileers, tmd the 1st West India Regi- 

mefili, ^ho^instantly marched lor the Coast. About ten 

^^dLodkj the bugle was sent llirougli the town, and 

'. soiitided %o arms— 'the Militia inhabitants, thou^ is- 

inopant -0f the cause, obeyed the summons with the 

■ utmost alacrity. TW Rifle Corps, commanded by 

Cajptain Croal, was instantly prepared for service, and 

' 'immediately Allowed the detachment of die garrison 

Jtroops. A -considerable part of the Georgetown Militia 

^reinained under arms aH night, at the general rendez- 

Jsno^aS) and some of them patrolled the streets. About 

iial&past ^6leven, also, four carriages drew up in tl^e 

4arrack^quare, 4n whidi were placed a second detaeh- 

iiAent «f ttije Slst^usiieers, with orders to proceed as

the ^previous detachment, ^ml to occupy plantation 

iA:nn«iidide. 
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CaiVtatrt MfTurfc, meantittfe-, v/Ho lia<P!feelir M' (kftttP* 
tlie Goterhor' had returned to town) with Lieutenant* 
Fbrrester, and four or five of thfe Cavalry, Li^utenaiiC! 
©ort, Secofid^ Battalion of MiKtia; and'tw6'or th>ee! 
G^hers^ pt*oceeded slowly down the Coast, inthe dii^ec- 
tlon of town. The party was joined by" siicor eiffUt* 
geritletnen at intervals. On' halting at Gt)Ode Veri 
wlaghting, the rendezvous of the Company, the rebel^' 
"Wfere observied tobe advancing in' fotce, which made' iC 
necessaiy for theiA to proceed' downwards, that they^ 
might meet the troops which were to be immediately] 
sent' from town to their assistance. At B^l-Air, not 
j^CrCfeiving any approach of them, th6 party returned to 
the rendezvous, in the immediate neighbourhood oi 
wfcffch, a numerous b6dy of' armed negroes were dis- 
cJ^ered: th^ had partralfy broken dowli the bridge* 
c>Ver the whtdward side-lfneofthe GoodeVei'waghtingr 
aMd 'barriered the bridge over the l^eWafd' side-line or 
Pfi^isant<E:i^ with the tom-np raifing^ over^ which* thiey^ 
had 'ptetfted tKfeftr musfcfets. The p^tt^iliete remained^ 
ifirawkiotts expetteitioir'df thfe arrtvkl: orthe' troops; and* 
observing a body, of negroes on the Ideward* side-line* 
of^PfAi^tace,' adSrtoCfetrtbwatds thetii, most of'wh^ni^ 
retired' on theit approach 5 some of thein, howeveri". 
took up a position on Le Reduit, ciying and shouting^, 
but tte party soon dislodged and drove theni before! 
it. Thejr were joined at mis time by a multitiide of 
negroes. from Curaing*s Lodge, Turkeyeu, and-oth^- 
neighbouring, estates. The small party were now con- 
fined withfe the narrow spac6 of 150 rods, and instaiit' 
measures were now iiyiperatively necessary to compielr^ 
one' or other to retire: it was therefore resolried toopen, 
a communication with towh. The negroes were hailed^ 
and repeatedly told, that if' they did not disperse, and,* 
go quietly home, they should be fired upon. They* 
K^pt retiring slowlj^, and said not a word: they were! 
now on \Vittenburg, near the side-line of Indiistry^\ 
where the public road forms a right angle [see Map]. | 
The detachment cf the regular troops wnich had beea' 
s^ent from town, under Caiptain Stewart,* had now ar- 
rived at this angle of the road; but the mob' of negroes 
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interveBing, prevented either party seeing the other;' 
«nd the attention of the negroes beinff no doubt taken 
up by the Militia, the Regulars were ^most upon tbexa 
before they were aware. A shot was at this instant 
fired by one of the rebels, which was instantly returned 
bv a volley from the troops, which dispersea them in 
all directions, leaving ;the militia exposed to Captain 
Stewart's fire. Captain M*Turk instantly galloped 
up, and explained. One of the first shots that had. 
been fired, had struck Mr. Van Waterschoodt, of the 
militia, in the middle of the leg, and unfortunately broke 
both bones. A detachment of the 21st Fusileersi now- 
continued to push forward, forcing the negroes to 
retire. 

We now return to Captain Simpson, whom we left 
approaching Chateau Margo, according to orders, in 
expectation of meeting the Commander-in-Chief, ta 
report the cause of the fire. When he arrived at that 
plantation, he found the proprietor, Mr. Cuming, arm- 
ed with a gun, closely surrounded by his negroes, 
armed with cutlasses, &c. and making use of in&nous 
language to him. . 

Captain Simpson informed Mr. Cuming, that the 
General had named Chateau Margo as the place of 
rendezvous, but, not having fallen in with him, he. 
feared he had gone farther up the Coast, and accordingly 
the Cavalry must follow him, to prevent his retreat 
being cut off*. Captain Simpson tnen first dispersed 
Mr. Cuming's turbulent negroes, one of the Cavalry 
having fired in amongst them, and all of them together 
galloping to the charffe. 

The party then rode up the Coast, and, when ap- 
proaching the side-line of Beterverwagting, he observed 
a large tumultuous mob of armed negroes, at the bridge 
that divides La Bonne Intention from the above estate, 
attempting to destroy that bridge. They immediately 
advanced to the charge, and obliged tnem to desist. 
Several bridges had been now almost entirely demolish-^ 
ed by the insurgents, particularly the.important passage 
over the Company Canal, between Success and Le 
Resouvenir, 
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The troops from the garrison, who had been ordered 
into carriages, for despatch, as previously.' observed^ 
proceeded up the Coast with all rapidity, , under thei 
conrai^id of Lieutenant Peddie, of the 21 at Fusileers. 
When they arrived at Le Resottvenir,- they were obliged 
to halt at the bridge above-mentioned, in consequence 
of its demolition, and the carriages were sentiiitoLe 
Resouvenir. A temporary passage was as soon, as 
possible made up, and the troops passed over with 
cautious steps. When the detachment arrived at Cha<^ 
teau Margo^ they received, according to orders, ten 
men of the 1st West India, under Ensign Miles, and 
then pushed forward for their appointed station; but( 
in consequence of so many of the bridges being brokea 
down, and the deiay necessarily thereby occasioned, the 
night, which happened to have been moonlight^ wag 
now perfectly dark; and» on comins to plantation Lu«* 
signan, they were obliged to mardi up.to that estate^ 
to procure a guide. On approaching the dwelling-f 
house^ they discovered a party of the insurgents asleepi 
on tlie steps; whom they immediately surrounded, and 
who^ upon discovering that they were surrounded by 
tlie military,, endeavoured to make th^r escape ; ai^ 
affray then took place, and two of the insurgents were 
shot upon the spot, four of them, besides, having been' 
taken prisoners. It was now near three in the mornings . 
and, after having procured a guide, they arrived atr 
plantation Annandale, their appointed station.' Oa 
arriving at this plantation^ they found ne^lr the bnildings; 
a few of the insurgents asleep, under a large tree; on . 
being discovered, one of them presented a mnsJcet ^^ 
the breast of the corporal of the detachment, which 
fortunately missed fir^, and the scoundrel was instaptlyr 
laid hold of. On the stop& of the dwelliogrhoufi^ they, 
surprised, another pojrty of armed negroes, who,' oa^ 
being ordered to lay down their arms, made a rush to{ 
escape. One of them, a good-looking young negro,^ 
who appeared' to be the leaSer of the party, was inter* 
cepted by Ensign Miles; this insurgent made a furiousf 
blow at nim with a new cutlass, which was parried bv^ 
tlie Ensign, who cut him in return 6ver the eye, which 
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tnade him reel back» and several shots from the militaryr 
instantly passed through his body. The detachment 
then took possession of the house and buildings, which 
exhibited lamentable marks of the destructive fury of 
sava^ dissipation. 

The reader will recollect, that an egress, consisting 
of a sergeant and four troopers, had been despatched 
with orders to the Military Post at Mahaica, with 
directions also to call at certain estates, to give intelli- 
gence of the revolt After having informed the Burgher 
Officer, Mr. Spencer, of what was going on, and push- 
ing forward, they observed a vast crowd of negroes on 
the public road, who were afterwards proved to have 
been armed with cutlasses, but which at the time were 
concealed under their jackets. They uttered expres- 
sions of surprise, on seeing the Cavalry ; but they re- 
mained peaceable, and the detachment moved on. They 
shortly after came up with another party of forty or 
fifty negroes, disposed on each side of one of the public 
bridges on the highway, who seemed as if they were 
determined to dispute .the passage. They cried out, 
with one voice, to a prisoner under the charge of 
the party, " Wa* you fraid for? — let them fire, if 
they dare." On hearing this, the fellow in custody 
darted off, and plunged into the trench. The horse- 
men drew their swords, and the negroes retired to 
a little distance; but, as odds were ^o immense, it was 
resolved not to hazard a rash experiment. They pro*- 
ceeded leisurely, the negroes abusing them with the 
most offensive words which their copious vocabulary 
afforded. Several stragglers were observed, in their 
fiirther progress, whom tney easily put to flight. 

At Bach3or's Adventure, a large gang were drawn 
up on tlie public road; the small detachment then 
drew their swords, and, moving on determinedly by 
single file, produced the effect of making them tarn 
back to the estate. The express arrived at the Post 
about midnight 

In Georgetown, at the break of next day, Tuesday, 
19th of August, the drums beat to arms, and the Mifi-! 
tia, and incused every person, enrolled or not, assembled 
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at the general rendezvous, where they were dfawn tip in 
line, and received His Excellency the Commander-in-i 
Chief. His Excellency, after a short, but impressive 
Address, ordered the following Proclamation to be read 
at the head of the Militia, which was immediately circu- 
lated in every part of the United G)lony: —

Lord King Geoage the Fourth, the United Colony of DeMERABi^ 
and EssEQUEBo to be, from and after the issuing of this my Pbo- 
CLAMATioN, Under MARTIAL LAW :— And I do hereby enjoin' 
all £eiithful Subjects of His Majesty within this United Colony, to 
govern themselves accordingly, and to be aiding and assisting, ta 
the utmost of their abilities, in restoring the peace of the Country, 
and in protecting their Fellow-Subjects. And it is further oim* will 
and absolute command, in consideration of the Premises, that no 
Person or Persons do, on any pretence whatsoever, quit Georgetown, 
without Special Leave had and obtained for so doing — all Persons, 
without distinction, capable of bearing Arms, being required imme- 
diately to enrol themselves in some Troop or Company of the 
Creorgetown Brigade of Militia. And it is further ordered and 
enjoined, that all Slaves within the different Districts of George- 
town, be detcuned by their Masters or Owners within their own 
Premises— rnot sufiering them to leave such Premises on any pretence 
whatsoever, unless on the indispensable budness of their Owners^ 
Given under my Hand and Seal of Office^ at the Kin^s House, in 

Georgetoum, this I9tk day of August,^ 1823, and in the Fourth

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TTic appearancevwhich' tcfwjt ptesent^d, oil. tike pm- 
mtilgation of this law, cannot be conceived by tliose^^ 
who have never experienced the miseries of war, but 
byname. All the stores were shut upi — not a negro 
^as to be seen on the streets; and, if it had not beeor 
for the hurrying backwards^ and forwards of all classes 
to the guard-house for arms, a solemn silence would 
have pervaded the whole capitaJU-as it was,- it a{x>0$r^ 
awful and impressive* The minds of all, tboHgli ani- 
mated with the best spirit, . and the keenest sense of 
that duty which thev owe to themselves and 'fellow- 
subjects, .were naturally agitated on contemplating pos- 
sible events^ As to the ladies inpardctufait, their «ittt-» 
ation was truly distressing; many of them hastened <m 
board vessels in the river^ as a^ safeguard^ from seeneer 
of horror, too shocking to think on^ 

At four o'clock in the afternoon^ the MilitiariDustefed; 
at the general rei^zvous, and persons not previously 
enroUad, of all ages, and of every description^ crowded 
with arms to the same place, in order to use their htst 
endeavours to avert the danger which imptiided over 
them. Among: these were many gentlemen who hadk 
previously held commissions in the Colonial* Milili%i 
as well as of several foreign powers^ besides the Regu^ 
lars, who made, a tender of their services, to be em«' 
ployed in any maQn^r mo/st likely to be useful. A^: 
considerable number of the men who had assembled^ 
were chiefly vQuths from fifteen to twenty,, tradesmen/ 
and others, who now for the firM time had a muskets 
in their hands, but were ev^vx>ne anxious to ^o* alLinr, 
their power. Lieutenant*CqIonel- Goodman, who had> 
this day been appointed to the command < of the* whola^ 
Georgetown MUitia,rgave orders for them all to be told 
off, and formed two ,d^ep^ The Ottcers commanding: 
were for the most p^rt composed of Gentlemen who, 
had preyiousily ;held[ commissions} • the nomination- of 
the Subalterns and Non-comipissioned Officers beins^ 
left to the Captain^ and whose appointments took 
place on the spot. . In the short space of less than 
two hours, a battalion wa:s thus formed, consisting at 
once of'4l sergeanti^ 30 corporals, and '50T privates. 
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aftd )vhich went under the name of the FroTisionaT 
Battalion *. The Scotch Church, from its proximity 
to the general rendezvous, and for want of any othfer 
place sufficiently large and convenient, was appropriated 
as their barracks. The whole Militia were inspected 
by Colonel Goodman, and orders given to each of the 
Officers how to proceed, and were afterwards ordered. 
into their respective quarters. 

A strong Marine Battalion was also immediately 
£>rmed, composed of seamen from shipping in the 
river, and inhabitants also of town, commanded by' 
Captain Muddle; of the Royal Navy, an old and ex- 
perienced Officer, possessing the most efficient ability 
to form a corps of this description. This battalion' 
necessarily varied, according as there might be ships* 
in the river. At this time it mustered nearly 400 
strong, and had a most formidable appearance f. Two' 

. * Thomas Frankltind, Esq. a well known and respected inhabitant 
of the Colony, was chosen Major-Commandant of this Batt^on^ 
whose urbanity and kind attention to every one under his command, 
occasioned the most arduous and fatiguing duty to be encountered, 
with cheerfblness. The Adjutant appointed to this Battalion, \ras 
Gaorife Canty, Esq. Lieutenant on tne faalf-*pay of the Royal Tork 
iian{|eni. The talent and perseverance displayed by this gentleman, 
in bnngini^. to a high state of discioline, such a body of young and' 
raw recruits^ es^cited in tilery beholder admiration and astonishment. 
On the termination of Martial-Law, the Court of Policy testified 
their sense of the Adjutant^s services, by a handsome pecuniary 
compliment. 

f The Marine Battalion was formed in 1816, soon after the 
insurrection which occurred ia Barbados. The Masters of the' 
merchant vessels being Captains of companies, and commanding 
their respective crews, the unsophisticated sons, of old Neptune 
were kept in tolerable order. On the present occasion, however, 
die first company; of this Battalion was composed of Gentlemen 
rending in town, and who, previous to the revolt, had been ex- 
empted from militia duty. This company chose its own Officers, 
and was commanded by Charles Conyers, Esq. The writer of this* 
narrative (who was enrolled in the company) cannot neglect the 
opportunity here ofi^red, of eiipresging his sense of the gracious 
manner, and attentive conduct, of the above Gentleman ; and in- 
U)is, he trusts, he speaks the sentiments of every one, who had the 
felicity of being under hb command. Benjamin Kingston, Es^. 
L'ieutenant in the Royal Navy, was second in command of this 
BattaUon;-*and Lieutenants Dn^ and Sanders, likewise of the 
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fiieces of^atttill^pywemrpkced^ at theTpMits cminmil^ 
ing tlie two priacipal eintranoeir into town^ and a-stro»^ 
cordon of {Mcqijidts wa« e^ablM»hed along the^OfHskiit^ 
Each of. these tliree battalions mounted gaacd^ andfive^ 
strong subaltern picq^ets from the I^rovisionals^ pairol^^ 
l^.the streets, tbrolighout. the wholeol^dbe^ night. 

The Officer, Lieutenant Brady^ commsndin-^ the^ 
Post at Mahaica, having received the de&fMtch, [fidr^* 
merly referred to], he ordered the small detachment-of 
Qavalry to be in readiness, and, at the dawn of th^

The 
r|oss of the negroes was severe: eleven were seen fyiog doad, awl 
;their wounded must have been considerable. Mr. Suter^ on our 
side, was wounded, near the Beehive; another white was wounded 
in the back, and' four of the Regulars slightly. 

The 4i6gi«es made another desperate, -bnt unsucoessfii! attempt 

*to snrroond the party, wlule drawn up at the Seehive bridge. -Tbe 

. jire of the military here checked (hem; tbay {pursued %wilh less 

temerity, and their numbers diminished considerably. Lieutenant 

Brady now apprehended that their object was to cut him off from 

-the Post, by going through plantation Orove. He therefore retired 

;to die small rbridge in iront of eha^ estate, where he drew op Ms 

jpaaty, Prinoe, [the fellow who is introduced in this view, as hoidiag 

a black flag], and another negro, made their appearance oifi the 

' hi^h bridge, but none else advanced. The Lieutenant's ammunition 

t>eing now expended, he retired to the Post. He iiad scarcely been 

i^ere haifnin hour, when he received information that the rebels bad

suspecting that he would return with a reinforcement. 

On "Wednesday morning, the 2(Hh, at break of day. Lieutenant

The Insurgents iGlymg, with fp^f^ J^HfO^kititan^ 'ihe iluKU- 
tenant gave up the pursuit at plantation Bediive. 
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white people of the different estates in the stocks. 
They accordingly secured their arms and ammunition, 
and hastened thither. On their way, they fell in with 
Lieutenant Brady, and a small party of Regulars, con- 
sisting only of seventeen men, and eleven of the East 
Coast Militia, in full march to meet the insurgents, and 
immediately placed themselves pncler his command* 
At the draviT- bridge between Clonbrook and Ann's 
Grove, they halted for a few minutes, where they 
received information of the two overseers of the latter 
plantation having been put in the stocks: the Lieutenant 
marched up to tneir release; after accomplishing which^ 
he returned to the draw-bridge, observing the move- 
ment of the negroes, who were now seen making their 
•way up the side-dams of the plantations Hope and 
Dochfour, and then rode up to reconnoitre, — which, as 
soon as he had done, he returned to his parly, after an 
absence of about ten minutes. The negroes now were 
seen to be collecting together in great numbers, about 
the sugar-house of plantation Dochfour, at the distance 
of scarcely 100 rods, and advancing with some rapi- 
dity. The moment was critical, and the Lieutenant 
removed from off the bridge; which, as soon as the 
rebels observed, they came on running in all directibns, 
shouting to the military, " Lay down your arms, and 
don't fire," — advancing, at the same time, till within a 
few yards of the party, who immediately turned round 
and fired, — ^it being their obvious intention to cut off 
all means of retreat*. At this moment, and not till then. 
Lieutenant Brady ordered a volley to be fired at them, 
opposite the dwelling-house of plantation Clonbrook, 



♦ The negro Prince, a carpenter belonging to Ann's Grove, ap- 
peared to be the principal ringleader of this multitude of insurgents, 
neariy 2,000 in anmber. In his left hand he waved a black-flag, 
while in his right he brandished a cutlass— rallying them on, with 
determined coarage, and daring ferocity of manner. In the Plate, 
he Is represented at the moment when beckoning t(iem on, to 
proceed up the north dam of the Canal, for the purpose of inter- 
ceptiag the letreat df the troops.

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Mr. Suter, at this time, from loss of blood) and from - 
pain of his wounds, was unable to keep . pace with the 
rest; and he then received permission to pass, by a 
bye-road, leading through Orange Nassau, to his own 
house at the Grove. On arriving at the draw-bridge 
of plantation Groye, the rebels had fallen considerably . 
behind, except one man, who was so daring as to follow 
with a black flag. They then proceeded on the bank 
of the Canal, at the small public bridge; here ^rl Suter 
was enabled, by the assistance of two of the Regulars, 
to put himself under the protection of the party, who 
then proceeded direct to the Military Post, where they 
were joined by a small detachment of the Mahaica Mili- 
tia, under Major Gravesande, where they remained 
for the night, maintaining throughout a strong guard 
and patrole. 

While these critical occurrences were taking place 
in the neighbourhood of the Post, Lieutenant Hennis, 
of the Royal Artillery, with two three-pounders, a large 
quantity of ammunition, eight artillery-men^ twelve 
sailors and pioneers, with Second-Lieutenant Beete, 
21st, one corporal, and twenty privates, were despatch- 
ed by sea, as a reinforcement, to the assistance of Lieu- 
tenant Brady, about half-past three o'clock, p.m. of 
Tuesday. They arrived off the mouth of Mahaica 
Creek, about two of the following morning. From 
contradictory reports of Lieutenant Brady and his 
party. Lieutenant Hennis sent a corporal and four men 
to reconnoitre, and, finding the Post still in Brady's pos- 
session, he disembarked in about two hours afterwards. 

* The detachment of the military under Captain Stew- 
art, after a forced march, bivouacked at Felicity, about 
half-past four of the morning of Tuesday — the Rifles 
at Vryheid's Lust. At break of day, the main body of 
the Rifles proceeded up the Coast *. 

* * The following is a short abstract of a Journal, kept by a Gen- 
tleman of the Rifle Corps, with reference to their movements on 
the Coast, during the most important period of the Revolt;— , 

Monday nighty ISth of August, 1823.— Left town at eleven 
o'clock, p.m.; marched to plantation Goode Verwaghtitig, without 
halting; learned from the watchman that the white people had all 
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About nine o^clock, Mr. Cuming, of Chateau Mar- 
go, fired an alarm of three guns, and sent an express 



removed to Plaisance, the adjoining estate; proceeded thither; 
found the bridge between the two esitates entirely demolished, and 
observed the dead body of a negro lying on the road, close by it ; 
halted &t Plaisance; learned that Mr. Van Waterschoodt had been 
wounded, accidentally, in a skirmish between the rebels and the 
regaiar troops; were informed that the negroes on that estate were ^ 
quiet, but that the whites of Beter Hoop were confined in the stocks ; " 
marched on to the buildings of that estate; met by a party of the 
gang; learned from them that it was a party of strange negroe^ who 
had done this violence, but, ■ as soon as they were gone, they them- 
' selves had cut open the stocks, and liberated them ; crossed over to 
Beter H^op; found that the manager's h'«use had been riotously 
abused, and that the whites had 'gone over to Mr. Van Cooten's ; 
made the slaves procure some planks, and lay them across th(3 
trencher, to enable us to cross to Vryheid's Lust; found seversJ 
people, including the males of Mr. Van Cooten's feraily, under 
arms, before the dwelling house; learned that the slaves there had 
behaved peacieably; rested in the logie two hours, after having 
placed sentinels around the buildings. 

Tueiday, — This morning, at five o'clock, resumed our raarcli; 
met by Capt^n Simpson, and a few of the Cavalry, opposite plan- 
tatiod Felicity; saw that estate already occupied by troops; con- 
tinued our march, passing the picquet guard of the 1st West India 
Regiment, at the bridge over the Company Canal, between Le Re- 
souvenir and Success; halted at Chateau Margo; learned from Mr. 
Cuming that all his negroes were aback of the plantation, in a state 
• of rebellion; that himself and all his wWte people had been forced 
into the stocks, but afterwards let out, but that he bt-lieved the 
whites on the adj<>ining estates were yet in confinement; marched 
on through i.a Bonne Intention ; found the bridge between that 
estate and Baron Van Grovestein's totally destroyed; observed a 
plank across the trench, a little above the buildings ; marched up 
the side-line in file, with design to pass over it, but it was hauled in 
by some negroes concealed in the cotton-piece; returned to. the 
public road; collected part of the timber of the broken bridge, and 
thereby passed over the trench with difficulty; halted at the dwel- 
ling-house of Beter Verw»gting; learned from Baron Van Grove- 
Btein, that his negroes had taken away all his arms and ammunitioD, 
telling him, at the same time, to be under no apprehension, as he^ 
was one of the white people they intended to save; learned that 
the whites at La Bonne Intention were all vet confinement; offered 
to accompany the Baron, with the corps, to rfie buildings, and have 
them relieved, but he declined to go; determined on going to re- 
lieve them, and, while on the march thither, received a note from 
the whites of plantation Triumph, wishing for assistance; marched

surprise; and, hearing firing in our rear, we fired several vollies into 
the cotton fields, as we passed along. 

Wednesdaif morning, — Halted at Bachelor's Adventure*, and lay 
for two hours under arms, until day-break, at which time we saw 
.the slaves collecting from all quarters; some of them passed within 
pistol-shot of us, with muskets in their hands, and could easily have 
been popped off by the troops, if they had been ordered to fire; 
but they were suffered to concentrate, while others were seen ap- 
proaching, as far as the eye could reach; Colonel Leahy went out 
to the main body of them [after having disposed of the troops^ so 
as to prevent an attack in the rear]; he endeavoured to prevail on 
them to lay down their arms; Captain Croal also went out for the 
same purpose ; some of the insurgents called out that they wanted 
lands, and three days in the week to work for themselves, besides 
Sunday, and they would not give up their arms until they wer& 
satisfied ; the Colonel, finding all remonstrance with them ineffec- 
tual, at last ordered us to the attack; the front of the main body 
of the negroes kept their ground, until we got to within fifty yards 
of them ; the rest dashed into the cotton fields, and fired at us from 
thence, but not with any regularity; the main body of the rebels 
was soon dispersed, by a few volfles from the regular troops, and 
the cotton fields were scoured by the Rifles; the negroes continued 
scampering aback of the plantations, and many more might have 
been shot, if we had continued our fire; but the Commanding Offi- 
cer thought the example would strike suifident terror, so as to 
induce them to return and surrender their arms; continued our 
inarch up the Coast; halted at Nabaclis; found there the interior 
of the dwelling-house in a ruinous state, fragments of broken glass, 
furniture, &c. lying about, and the floors stained and clotted with 
blood, two of the overseers having been murdered here by the 
rebels ; Mr. Walrond, the proprietor, witnessed their being sho% 
and' himself had been confined in the stocks some length of time; 
he join,ed us, and we proceeded on our march to Mahaica; sent in 
parties to severd places near the road, and brought out the white 
people, who accompanied us to the Mahaica Post; reached^ th^t 
place between four*and five o'clock m the evening; the Rifle corps 
qu irtered in the dwelling-house of plantation Lancaster. 

2%«rsrfiary. — This day, a party of the 1st West India, under Cap- 
tain Stewart, marched to plantation Haslington, and Captain Ap- 
pelius, with part of the 2 1st, was ordered to plantation Clonbrook; 

* The Rifle corps, on Tuesday, and Tuesday night, marched at least

'" Friday,-^This Morning, alVer a due examination into 0ie prqqff 

-of thei^ gnilt, the rebels Beard, Jahuary, and Primo were shot, at 
pbintBdon Clonbrook, by order of Colonel I<^y, who a(b^rward& 
tumped down the Coast with the Ri^e corps, and two of the C»- 
v^dty, calling at several places' on the wav, and ascertaining the 

' iStualion and disposition of the slaves. At plantation Cove, tbe 

<r(^bels l>ablin and .^lick were shot; and Prince, of Nabaclis, was 
G^ered*fore]^eccition-on the following morning, before the whole 
gang of the estate. On arrival at Bache]pr*s Adventure, a search 
was made for this rebel chief Telemachus; not finding him, one of 
the ddvers was taken as a hostage; proceeded down w Coast, and 
halted lor the n^^ at plantation Coldingen, where we met with 
Captain Stewart, and his detachment. 

^^aiurdag. — This morning, previous to reaching Lnsignap, the 
negro Telemachus was brought prisoner to us, and the hostage w4s 
f^eased, according to promise; halted a short time at Lusignah^ 
here Captain Stewart and his men left us; proceeded pn to Ch^ 
feaa Margo, and from thence to plantation Plais^ince, wh^e y^ 
halted for three hours, refreshed, and mai^ched into town, a^ip, 
meeting Ihe General at the CatDp bridge, we bad the honour j^o 
accompany His Excellency through town, to the giMurd-hoi^ 
where we deposited twelve prisoners, and we^re d^s^i^^, yn^ 
orders to turn out at sound of the bugle.

dered to advance on several negroes, who were observ^ 
keeping guard round the house. Coming up, thi^y 
iBred upoil the military, which was immediately return- 
ed, ami a charse made upon them, which dispersed 
diem, with the k>ss of some killed and wounded. Four 
white men^ whom diey found in the gallery, ^adly pyt 
diemselves under the protection of the troops *. 

Proceeding on, t}iey found the public bridges broken 
'down by the msurgents, in order to impede their march; 
but, having a party of negroes along with tha»i, bear- 
/hig.planky, they wiere thus enabled to pass over the 
canals. Several straggling parties of rebels retreat^ 
into the cotton-pieces, as Uiey advanced. Qn arriving 
at Lusiman, a bod]^ had again to be dislodged from 
tbe dwelUng-JioHse.of that estate. On arriving at Col-

* Tliete penons bad witaitwd a cevere iittaelk, about d|gbt oModk 
. jon the prevuMu evening. The conduct of the negroes bdongii^ 
to Good Hope, was desperate and determine^ in the extreme. 
l*bey were joined by a body of insurgents fhom Bbter Verwagting, 
•nd surffounded tbe«dwellfing house, in which was Mr. Lowrie, the 
nanager, who made a«pirited resistance. They commenced th row- 
ing lifted fire^stidESy and threatened, that if the arms were not 
ddwered.up»they w<MiIdbiirn down the bouse. On Mr. Lowrie 
ordering a few domestics, who firmly adhered to him, to throw the 
£re-iticfcs out, as fist as diey threw them in, a desperate ring-leader, 
. iwaed Harry* betongiiig to the plantation, called out to tl^ rest of 
the gang» to braak open the store-door, and set fire to a puncheon 
«f jrum,— and, rushing to the steps of tbe house, wbs^^ stood the 
manager, beattempted to run. him through the body with a cutUss^ 
fixed on a pole; but it fortunately passed through the sleeve of tbe 
' jacket of a iM^gro who was standing by. Tbe vlHaih^ however, made 
a aecoiid atteaspt, by eoteriog the back gallery of the house, declar^i 
iog^ ^ He did not care a d— n, he was a man,^ pointing his lan<^ 
the mne moment at the manager, who, tnth his musket and fixed 
Jwfimtit came to the charge. He and his overseers, however, wei^ 
'»t bm overpowered by numbers, and confined in the stocks. 
Wtiito in that situa^ioi^oiia of the rebels threw' a rope roottjl the 
fujicck.. 
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dingen, the bugle sounded the halt*; they. then observed 
that all the cotton-pieces were full of negroes; they 
nfterwards proceeded on, firing on the rebels .at inter- 
vals, until they arrived at Bachelor's Adventure, about 
3 o'clock on Wednesday, a, m. Lieutenant Peddie, who 
had been usefully employed in delivering the whites 
fi'om the stocks, on the estates contiguous to Ann^u* 
dale f , was relieved by a small party of Militia, and 
ordered to join Lieutenant-Colonel Leahy, cononand- 
ing the troops on the main road. The advanced guard 

* The detachment of the 1st West India, forming the rear gavrd, 
arrived at Co! dingen some time after the main bodv, having been 
detained by difficulties which occurred in getting the baggage over 
the broken bridges. This did not escape the observation of a 
party of insurgents, who had the audacity to attack the detachment ;^ 
. but the Regulars firing two voUies in amongst the rebels, effectually 
dispersed them. 

f In the morning of the 1 9th, about seven o'clock, Lieutenant 
Peddie, observing a strong body of negroes coming up the Coast, 
to join the insurgents already gone up, he proceeded, with Ensign 
Miles, and part of the detachment, to cut them off; and, after a 
few shots bemg fired at them, they retired in direction of town, 
from whence they came. Lieutenant Peddie thee proceeded to 
the sugar-works aback of Lusignan, where he had learned that « 
manager and four overseers were in the stocks. On approaching 
the buildings, a body of upwards of two hundred negroes were 
assembled, armed with their cutlasses fixed to poles. Lieutenant 
Peddie formed his men to the front, and, on advancing, told the 
negroes he did not wish to fire on them, if they surrendered. After 
some parie, they did so, by bringing in their cutlasses, which were 
broken off the poles. The troops then proceeded to the sick- 
house, and there discovered the manager, Mr. Murray, and four 
overseers, ^ith one 1^ in the stocks, and at breakfast,-- who were 
released, on the appearance of the troops. The negroes were very 
submissive, and the manager observed, that they were well treated, 
when confined. The detachment then proceeded to Mon Repos, 
and were cordially received, by Mr. M^Kean, the manager, and 
five overseers, who gladly put themselves under the protection of 
the troops, as they were led to expect a second attack, in case they 
did not submit to confinement, or ne^ro sway [see page 9]. Ftom 
excessive fatigue, two privates of the 21st were taken extremely 
ill : one became suddenly delirious, and was with difficulty convey- 
ed from Mon Repos back to Lusignan, where he was obliged to be 
left with the manager. After a very fiitiguing march, the troops 
got back to Annanoaie at sunset, and were relieved oo tbemonunj^ 
of the following day, as above stated.

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him, at the same time, to persuade the negroes to lay 
doi^n their arms, and return to their work. 

A violent rebel here came forward, and had the au- 
tlacity to propose tying the Colonel, and Captain Croal, 
and securing their persons; but the above Jack, and 
other ringleaders, interfered, and prevented the attempt 
being made. !Many of the rebels talked of going to 
the Grovernor; but the Colonel stated to them, that if 
they moved on to town to see the Governor, they would 
be nanged; and that, if they had any thing to commu- 
nicate to His Excellencyj, he [the Colonel] was the 
mediuni through which the communication must be 
forwarded. The Colonel now left them, saying, that 
** he would give them half an hour to consider of it, 
and that, if they did not come to a determination to 
surrender in that time, he would fire on them.** Several 
of the ringleaders now advanced near to the middle- 
walk, and stated, they wished to speak to the Colonel, 
whom they informed, that the negroes were determined 
to have nothing less than their freedom; on which he 
warned them, that he should bring out; his troops to 
fire upon them. The troops were accordingly ordered 
out, — ^the detachments of the list West India and Rifle 
corps wheeling on flieir left, and the 21st on their righ^ 
so as to make a simultaneous attack on the rebels, who 
had divided into two large bodies, with a view of hem^ 
ming in the whole force. The different corps formed 
upon the public road, as represented in tJie plan* 
[see Plate 13]. The officers commanding the different 



* In Plate 13, is a plan of the cotton plantation. Bachelor's Ad- 
Tenture, comprising the buildings; the public road, on this part of 
the Coast, being nearly in the direction of east and west. On the 
■west side of the above plantation, is a Company Canal, haviog 
communication with the sea, and which divides the plantation from 
that of Elizabeth Hal!. On the east side of Bachelor's Adventure, 
is a dam, or small road, thrown U[», adjoining plantation Paradise, 
and which separates the two plantations. This road continues to 
the back of the estates, and is called the company path, the side- 
line, or side-dam, -having on each side of it a trench, always full 
of water, excepting in very dry weather. All estittes in the Colony- 
have likewise a road passing through the centre of them, generally 
termed the middle walk, or path, ha^^ing also trenches on each 
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corps halloa'd to the negroes, that it was not their wish 
to hurt them, — desiring them, at the same time, to lay

The troops marched out to the attack, from the buildings, (where 
they were stationed,) to the public road, by the bridge No. 6.

S. A hundred men of the 21st*N.B. Fusil eers, undter Captain 
Appdius. The small dots, a. a. a. represent large bodies of negroes 
coming down on the public road. At the points 4 and 5, two 
daring rebels approached near to B. [Captain Appelius]: one of 
them brandished a cutlass, and a bayonet, fixed upon a^pole; and, 
on being desired to lay down his arms, replied, exultinglj, " Never, 
never," and darted across the trench on the side of the road, into 
the cotton-piece. The other rebel, Cornelius, a mulatto, held a 
good musket, and wore cross-belts, with cartouch-box, &c. On 
being warned to surrender, he said> that he ** would speak to his 
matty,". and got off. In front of his men, with Captain Appelius,- 
were Captain Sutherland, and Lieutenants Booth and Peddie.

About twelve o'clock on Monday night, above a thodsand negroea 
came to the door, and demanded our arms, which we refused to 
give them. There were ten white people in ike house. They then 
said, if we made any resistance, they would set fire to the house; 
there iooi no resistance ma<feL and five or six of them came into the 
house, and demafided a candle to search for our arms, and went 
away. About half an hour afuur that, a second gang came; about 
three or four hundred came into the house, all armed, asked u«

them, to tell them to lAy down their anus, aii J he would 
not fire on tbetti again. The person* who conducted 
the prisoner, went some distance from the troops, and 
t€»ld the i»sur^ent9 what die Colonel Imd said: sdme 
of them then came and laid down their arms at his feet 
The prisoner, in the mean time, who had been despatch* 
ed to the main body, tQ acquaint them with the Coloners 
determination, never returned afterwards. Mr. Goi^ 
don, die messenger, then joined the troops. 

The bugles now sounded tl>e advance, and, as the 
troops passed plantation Paradise, a detachment under 
Captain Stewart, and a division of the Rifle corp^ 
under Ci^>tain Croat, were ordered on to the buildings 
of that estate; bat, meeting with no destruction, re- 
turned by the side-dam of the next estate, and rejomed 
the main body. At Nabaclis, tliey halted for aboi|t 
two hours, and took refreshmentf . About noon, tb^

f While at Nabaclis, a party of the 2 1st was ordered over to 
plantation John, to release Mr. Hopkinson, who had been put in 
the stocks. As the troops were passing plantation Nooten Zuyl, 
a female was observed running up the dam of that estate, calling 
out for, help. A party of the 2 1st and Rifle corps, was immediatdy 
ordered to proceed to the buildings, where they found the manager, 
Mr. Andrew Shanks, delirious, having been in the stocks. He ac^ 
cordingly was brought down, and proceeded on with the troops. 

The following copy of a letter from Mr. A. Shanks, manager of 
plantation Nooten Zuyl, will be perused with feelings of sympathy, 
for the mental sufferings endured by that aged individual, on account 
of the conduct of the revoltcrs. He continued in a state of de- 
rangement tor several weeks. 

Nooten SSui/i, j-c. 

Dear Sib— On the 18th of August last, about ten at night, five 
of the Georgetown Cavalry, on their way to Mahaica Post, with an 
express, called in at this estate, saying, that a revolt of the East 
Coast negroes, it was strongly suspected, would break out that 
night, and b^ed me, tfaer^ore, to accom*;;*ny them to Mahaica. 
I, however, declined^ on the ground, that if such would really t^ke 
plarei, jBo.doiibt the whites would be summoned, wich all haste, to 
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proceeded forward, joined by a large body of whites 
and coloured people; and arrived at the Mahaica Post 

a place vf rendezvous, and I should prefer to join them. After the 
Cavalry had left, I called my mulatto servant, Daniel, and had the 
guns loaded and put up stairs in my bed-room, for the sake of pre- 
caution. 

About midnight, two or three white persons from the next es- 
p'n 5^'y ®¥> ^^^^^^ 'ipon me to state, [by the request of Mr. 
pollard, 1 think], that commotions among the slaves were appre- 
nended to be at hand; but they did not communicate where or 
When the whites should muster to^defend themselves. 

On Tuesday morning, 1 arose, as usual, at sun-rise, and, having 
the gout, sat in the gallery of the house, with my foot resting on a 
window. I then took my cofiee, and observed nothing unusual, 
toll about seven o'clock, when we observed a loud noise of people 
shouting and howling. The servant Daniel got thfe guns and am- 
munition ready, assisted by the boy John Slmgard, who was acting 
as an overseer on the estate. We then saw four white men run- 
ning from the Bellefield, in our direction, closely pursued by hun-« 
dreds of armed and unarmed^ negroes. The whites rushed into 
the house, panting for breath, and many negroes without arms 
came at their heels; immediately after which, those outside with 
arms fired upon us. The n^oes then endeavoured to make them- 
selves masters of our arms, which was easily accomplished, — the 
fotu" whites being already exhausted by running, and myself being 
very lame and infirm. The boy Daniel, however, defended one of 
the three doors of the house, with the greatest courage and intre- 
pedity, having shot off half of the fingers from the hand of a man, 
belonging to Clonbrook, and fought his way through the armed 
croiflfd, after being wounded. This boy seized a horse, and galloped 
off, to give intelligence at the Military Post, having called in on his 
way at the Hope, Ann's Grove, and Clonbrook. After communi- 
cating the breaking out of the revolt to Lieutenant Brady, he was 
ordered, by that Officer, to proceed with his information to Major 
Gravesande's, at Mahaica, who gave him arms; and he fought that 
afternoon on the side of the military, and every day after, until all 
was over. This conduct was worthy of all praise, and deserves 
some public mark of approbation. 

The four white men I have alluded to, my overseer, and myself, 
were soon put in the stocks; but, after remaining a few hours, the 
negroes having heard that their party had sustained a severe check 
from the military, they let us out, and conducted the Bellefield 
people to their own estate. The boy Slingard and myself were 
confined to the house, under a strong guard, headed by two fellows 
of our own, named Jim and Jassen. I now considered that my 
doom was sealed, - having no hope of escape, from my enfeebled 
state of health, and bodily pain. Horrified at the thought of being 
massacred, I swallowed a lai*ge quantity of opium, which wa3 withiu 
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about four o'clock, p.m.* The Rifles were then or- 
dered to occupy the buildings of plantation Lancaster, 
where they remained. 

my reach, in order to give mv expected murderers the slip. Duniel's 
sister, in the mean time, hanng overheard our gaolers whisper that 
Daniel had made his escape, and joined Lieutenant Brady against 
them, and that Captain Gravesande was coming down next day 
with five hundred Bucks, besides the King's troop8,^she saw they 
were beginning to waver, and began immediately to shake and 
rouse me from the stupor into which I bad necessarily fallen, in 
consequence of the opium I had taken. She forced me to drink 
large quantities of milk, warm from the cow, until I had dislodged 
most part of the deleterious drug ; and I found myself so far re- 
covered afterwards, as to be able to proceed to Mafaaica Post with 
the troops from town^ who had released the whites confined on the 
estates below. 

Whether it was from the effects of the opium I had taken, or 
from a blow I had received from a negro on the back of the head, 
when seized at the house-door, I cannot say; but I unfortanately 
became delirious, and did not recover from that, heavy afflictiois 
till after I had been suffering under it for several weeks.

The following deposition of a witness on the trial of a young 
daring rebel, named Hugh^ alias Few, belonging to plantation 
Nooten Zuyl, strongly shows how much reason Mr. Shanks' had to 
suspect the most cntei treatment from the rebels, notwithstanding 
he was universally known to be a kind and indulgent master. 

John McLean Sworn, 

I am the late manager of plantation Bellefield. I know the 
Prisoner Hugh, commonly called Few; he belongs to Nooten Zuyl. 
On Tuesday, the 19th, about six o'clock in the morning, I was put 
into the stocks at Nooten Zuyl, by a large body of negroes;' they 
were armed with not less than fifly guns, besides pistols, swards, 
cutlasses, and bayonets. I saw the prisoner among the crowd, 
when I was in the stocks; I heard him recommending the crowd 
to take us out of the stocks, and flog us, and then put us back ; I 
am positive prisoner was the man; I was surprised to see his daring 
conduct before his own manager, [Mr. Andrew Shanks], who was 
in the stocks also. 

By the Co«r/.— His language was, " He gpod take out dem buck- 
ra, and flog *em, and den put 'em back again.** He then went 
away with the crowd. 

* The individuals who placed themselves under the protection of 
the troops, on their march to Mahaica, amounted to a considerable 
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On the same morning of Wednesday, the isebeK 
h^ing §tili in the vicinity of the Ppst^ and the bridge b]f 
plantation Beehive, — Lieutenant Brady ma;:chea put 
of the Postj^ before six in the morning, with the rein- 
forcement under Lieutenants Hennis and Beete, and a 
pajrty of Militia under Major Gravesande *.

Qumber, by the time the main body arriye4 at tl^e Military Post, 
the point towards which, persons of eyery desciripuon resorted to 
lor temporary protectio?^. Indeed, the Fost at Idahaica, and its 
immediate vicinity, exhibited a singular appearance, ^he assem- 
blage of Whites, Sifiilattoes, Blocks, and Indians,— their diversity of 
dress, and discordant voices,— produced an effect, not easilj' to be 
described. An Officer of' the 21st compared it to an encampment 
of Cossacks. 

* On arriving, at the (Jn^w-bridfle ou the public road, west side* 
line of plantation tlnity, the planks were discovered to have beeu 
torn up, and the door of tl^e dra^-bridg0 of plantation Gfoy« tat^en 
away.' The party passed over by means of large plank«» 
f Proprietors of that estate. 
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at Clonbrook, encountered an armed rebel, [Antriixi, 
belonging to Ann's Grove], who, on refusing to sur- 
render, was shot dead. They proceeded aback of the 
negro-houses, where, meeting with many of the rebels, a 
few of them were fired upon, and some shots took effect. 

Those who Were in confinement on the plantation, 
or prevented leaving it, were taken under the protection 
of the detachment Among those confined in the stocks 
at Clonbrook, was the negro Jack Adams *, a domestic 
of Mr. Rogers, who had been most cruelly beaten and 
knocked down by January f, one of the rebels who 
took a very active part in die revolt. 

The detachment returned from Clonbrook, and pro- 
ceeded on with the rest of the force under Lieutenant 
Brady, down the middle-path of plantation Beehive, 
and returned to the Post by the public road J, where 
they arrived at half-past ten o'clock, a, m. Four hours 

* This negro meritoriously remained faithful to his owner. On 
the morning of the 19th, he had in charge for bis master a consid- 
erable quantity of ammunition in a box; and, when near to plan- 
tation Clonbrook, observing the rebels were advancing rapidly upon 
him, he sot up into a thatched building in front of the dwelling- 
house of that estate, with intent to secret the ammunition, an4 
prevent its falling into the hands of the rebels; but, unfortunately, 
he was discovered by the desperate ringleader January, who im- 
media^ly ordered the house to be set on fire, — which was instantly 
executed; and, on Jack Adams rushing out, and endeavouring to 
escape, he was knocked down by January, as above related. 

f This man January was captain of the schooner of plantation 
Clonbrook, and had received the greatest indulgence from his 
owners, having never in any instance received a single stripe; and 
it is remarkable, that his conduct jwas always of the most exemplary 
nature, anterior to the revolt On Monday afternoon previous to 
the commencement of the insurrection, he gave orders to his boat- 
people to unship the rudder of the schooner. On the Friday after 
the arrival of Colonel Leahy at the Post, he was tried by a drum- 
head Court-Martial, and sentenced to be shot —as likewise the 
negro Edward, belonging to the same plantation. The sentence 
was executed tiie same day; and, afttH* they were shot, their bodies 
were hung up on the draw-bridge, between Clonbroi'k and Ann's 
Grove, and there remained in terrorem until Saturday evening. 

{ The young man Daniel, belonging to Mr. Shanks, was one of 
the party, and who, perceiving, on his arrival at the public road, 
that it was not the intention of Lieutenant Brady at that time to 
go to plantation Nooten Zuyl, (where he believed his master wa& 
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hfA scarcely elapsed aft^r their arrivj^, whea a fin?, 
was discerned in the direction of Clonbrook) which af- 

^rward$ was found to prpceed from the sheep-pen of 
that estate, the rebels having maliciously set it on fire. 
About half an hour att,er the arrival gf Colonel 
Leahy, Lieutenant Brady again marched put of the 
Post, and proceeded to plantation Beehive, in conse-. 
quence of the driver of that estate bringing liim infor- 

' xnation, that the gang to which he belonged would lay 
down their arms. The detachment consisted of Lieu- 
tenant Hennis, with two three-pounders, and twenty 
men of the 21st FuMleers. The bridges having been 
rendered passable, they soon arrived at the BeehiveJ 
and found the gang drawn up, who accordingly laid 
down their cutlasses*; but requested either to be taken 
prisoners to the Post, or allowed to retain their arms^ 
as they believed the Clonbrook people would certainly 
murder them. Colonel Leahy, having sent Captain 
Stewart with a detachment, to form a post at the dwel- 
ling-house of the Bpeliive, the negroes were suffered to 
remmn on the estate. The driver, while at the draw- 
bridge opposite the house, had a narrow escape from 
the treachery of a daring rebel. He was beckoned to 
by a negro on the opposite side of the bridge, near a 
hedge, apparently wishing to communicate with him. 
The driver accordingly went up to him; and the instant 
^e villain imagined he was sufficiently near, he fired 
a pistol at the driver, [but without effect], who imme- 
fliiitely and closely pursued him with a cutlass, ancj 
had nearly taken off his head. One of the 21st having 
fired at the rebel, the drivei^ for his own safety, threw 
himself on his fece; and, as ther^ were women and 



still in confinement,) burst into tears, threw down his musket, and, 
evidently agitated, inquired whether they were not going to the 
fdief of his master— and that, if they would only allow a few men 
to go with him, be would readily accompany them. Lieutenant 
Brady being, in advance at this moment, and the whole of the party 
under orders for the Post, his request was unavailing. ^ 

* The negroes on all estates are supplied .with cutlasses, wit|i 
winch, they cut the sugar cane, vrteA, chop wood, trim the cotton 
and coffee plant, &c. &c. 
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children promiscuously aj^out the premises,, theoi^ilitary' 
avoided firing, and the scouadrel escaped. 

Lieutenant Brady and the detachment under him 
returned to the Post, and arrived diere in the evenings 
at eight o'clock **

Various measures being in contemplation by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment for meliorating the condition of the Slave Population in the 
Colonies, and of progressively qualifying them for an extension of 
privileges,'^! have deemed it expedient to issue this my Proclama* 
tion, hereby notifying to that part of the Slave Population of this 
United Colony which still continues fiuthfiii and obedient to their 
Masters, that any general misconduct or acts of insubordination on 
the part of that Population, similar to those evinced by the unfor- 
tunately misguided Slaves on some of the estates to windward^ 
cannot fail to render totally abortive the proposed measures of His 
Majesty's Government,— which depend necessarily on their peace- 
able, temperate, and industrious behaviour; an opposite line of 
conduct will forfeit all their claims upon the liberality of the British 
Government, and utterly disqualify them from benefiting in any 
manner by its favourable cUsposition towards them. 

The consequence of the misconduct of those Slaves, is, that they 
are at this moment suffering all the horrors attendant on the exis- 
tence of Martial-Law, which I have been compelled to put in force 
in that part of the Colony, with all its accompanying severity.

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Meantiix^e, th^ Provisional and Marine Battalions 
pOntinued, with zeal and steadiness, to paUrole the streets; 
prisoners from the Coast were now beginning to be 
brought in; and, as intelligence hi^l b^n rec^ved, that 
a number ' of those engaged in the rebellion had fled 
to the woods, it was resolved to call in the assistance 
of a body of Indians, Acaways, Arawaks, with others 
from E3sequebo River, in order to i^earch the bush for 
the fugitives. . 

• .p^'the evening of this day, between ei^ht and nine 
o'clock, a party of Militia being stationed at Post Fe- 
licity, a negro came up with a fire-brand in his hand, 
and stated, that he bad been sent by the rebels aback 
of the estates; and tha,t if they [the soldiers] were wiJr 
ling to fight, they n\ust come where his people were; 
and that if the military, did not come, they wojild b* 
y^pqn them by morning. This fellow was immediately 
taken prisoner, by order of Captaio M*Twfc. Th^ 
detachment was ordered to be all und^f .^I'n^fy wd pr^ 
pared for attack. At nine o'clock on Thursday, thi^ 
.216^ after having taken some refre^hi^enl^x they were 
ordered to march; and, after having prpq^ed abo^t 
twQ mil^ «md a hii£. ^eyqncl tb^ building^ qI J^e B^ 
^i^yeniir and Success^ obc^^vcid ^bpii^ WQS^ h^i^df^od 
aegro^ anaong the growing <?aa^i tfegy w^rc^ 4fe§Ct^ 
nowever, not to fire uponlthem, but to come j^[)pi| tbj^^, 
ju^l«(S9 tliey £re4 firs»t. The m^ii) bo^y sp^tt^red, itself, 
in all directions; the most of. them ifd ^hi^y in the 
directiQa of the bi|ildingi| of the ^bov^ ^st«^^ ^bfife 
th^ afterwards hoisted a white flag. 

This day in town, aboqt. one o'clock, p. m., the 
alarm-drums suddenly boat tp anp^ on a report having 
b^en received, that the negroes wer^ apjproaching in 
larger force, and that they had b^en ;$q^ jin tjb^ very 
neighbourhood: it appeared ^vid^t that they designed 
an attack. The MUitia, and the W^aripe. Battalion were 
under arms in a few minute,^ and disposed on the sides 
of the town more obviously threatened ; their zgal and 
promptitude on thi^ occasion, ind^ed^.wonld h^ve done 
credit to the best disciplined troops, Th^imain guard, 
iiupder Major Franklandj was thj'%sj;|tft moetthe daPr 
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rt It proved, however, that the akrm was caused 

ly the Thomas negroes, an estate adjoining the town, 

[see Plan of Georgetown, Plate 18], who had been 

merely ordered to go with their cutlasses to work in a 

cane-field adjacent to the public streets. 

We shall now return to the troops sent from town, 
whom we left at the Military Post at M ahaica. On 
Thursday, the 21st, the Rifles remained the whole day, 
doing duty. In the evening, they received orders to 
Inarch with their prisoners to Beehive; and a detach- 
ment of the Regulars, under Captain Appelius, was 
directed to proceed to Clonbrook. 

The main body of the Rifle corps took up quarters, 
for the night, in the open air, in the path leading to 
the dwelhng-house of Beehive. About midnight, two 
shots were nred over their heads, and they immediately 
stood to their arms; on inquiry, it was learned that 
they proceeded from a sentinel of the 21st Fusileers, 
stationed at the Clonbrook, who had fired at a negro, 
JGittempting to rush past him. 

At day-break of Friday, the 22d, three of the Rifle- 
meri were ordered out to search for arms; and on the 
path leading to Clonbrook, they picked up a bundle, 
oohtaininff silver spoons, clothes, and table-linen, which 
proved afterwards to be the property of Mr. and Mrs. 
Van Barle. 

Early this morning, one of the negro prisoners men- 
tioned to th^ sentries placed over ttiem, that if they 
would allow him to go to Colonel Leahy, he would 
give up the names of all those •* who made the war." 
'This dSeUr being communicated to the Colonel, he or- 
dered the prisoner to be immediately conducted to him. 
Oii his being sent back, a rebel negro, named Beard, 
father of the noted leader, Telemaehus, told him indigo 
nantly, he was a d — d coward, and a fool, for betraying 
his friend— and that for his part, he would have preft^^ 
red being shot on the spot, ratlier than give up their 
names. This remark was immediately reported ta 
Colonel Leahy, who, having previously been informed 
that this Beard was peculiaiiy active and violent in the. 
revolt,^ ordered him to be tried summarily by the Offi- 
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cersy who immediately found him guilty; after which, 
he was marched over to the Cionbrook, and there shot 
by two file of the 21st Fusileers, and Rifles. On the 
same day and place, the chief rebels, January, Edward, 
Prince, and Primo, underwent a similar fate. TJie 
detachment of the Rifles now returned to the Beehive; 
and Colonel Leahy having arrived with a small party 
of Cavalry, he issued orders to the Rifle corps to pro- 
ceed on with him to town. On arriving near to the 
plantations Northbrook and Craig Miln, they observed 
a large assemblage of blacks on the side-line between 
the above estates, but who, on seeing the military, im- 
mediately fled ; the Colonel, suspectmg them to be re- 
bels, brdered the Cavalry, and two sections of the Rifle 
corps, to charge, and the bugle sounded the ^vance. 
On coming up to the estate buildings, they found that 
the gang had fled to the Drogerie, and imere formed 
in regular order, most of them exhibiting pieces of 
white cloth over various parts of their bodies, as an in- 
dication of their wish to sue for peace. On the troops 
approaching nearer to them, they cried out, that " they 
had nothing to do with the war." Colonel Leahy 
therefore read to them the Governor's Proclamation of 
Martial-Law, and ordered it to be afiixed to the door 
of the Logic. Finding that these people were submis- 
sive and well-disposed, the troops marched on to plan- 
tations John and Cove, where the whole of the gang 
was ordered to appear; which was done, with tlie ex- 
ception of one man, named AUick, who was reported 
to be absent, both by the proprietor, Mr. Hopkinson^ 
and several of the negroes. The Colonel, however, in 
distrust, sent a file of Riflemen to the negro-houses, in 
search of him, as~ he was a notorious ringleader; and 
there they did find him, and secure him, after he had 
vainly endeavoured to escape. He was led forth as a 
prisoner, in presence of the whole gang, and, with the 
negro Dublin, another leader and driver on the same 
estate, was tied to a cabbage-tree and shot, afler full 
proof had been received of their guilt. The Colonel 
then ordered Lieutenant Keman, with a party of the 
Rifle corps, and some of the Cavalry, to proceed to the 
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negro-houses in search of arms, and they discovered % 

Sreat quantity of ammunition, particularly under the 
oor dT Allick*s house, together with some muskets. 
About one o'clock, the drivers and their Wives were 
ordered up to the Colonel, and interrogated as to their 
knowledge of the concealment of any other fire-arm*; 
&c ; they stoutly denied all knowledge whatever as to 
such a matter; and, being strongly suspected, it was 
considered advisable to march tnem over as prisonel^ 
to plantation Nabaclis. On arriving at that estate, part 
of the gang was already assembled, whom the Colonel 
ordered to give up their ringleaders *. They denied 
that they were there, observing, that a large proportion 
of the gang was also away from tlie estate. The mili- 



* Mr. Forbes, ohe of the two overseers who was murdered at 
Nabaclis, did not eicpire from bis wounds until Tuesday, the 19th, 
at midnight. The following extracts from 'the deposition of Mr. 
and Mrs. Walrond, on the trial of the negro Murphv, belonghag to 
plantation Foulis, will exemplify the wanton cruelty and dariog 
conduct displayed by some of the insurgents :-»• 

Mrs. Walrons Sworn, 
♦ • ♦ In my way down stairs, I was obliged to see Mr. 
Tucker*. As they seemed to possess some sentiments of religion, 
I thought of speaking to them of Mr. Tucker*s murder, which I bad 
heard of, and being obliged to see him on my way down. After 
recovering the first shock, / went up to hu body^ and asked them 
why they committed such an act?— They then declared, that they 
did not kill him; that he had cut his throat hirosel£ The man 
Joseph was standing by, and untied his cravat, and which proved 
that it was not the case. * * • When I was in the sick-hou^ 
where the prisoner was on guard, the dying overseer called to me, 
end asked if I could get a doctor to dress his wounds. I went -to 
the prisoner, and entreated him to get a guards and bring Dr. Gol- 
die over to try and relieve and dress his H:ounds ; and further to 
excite his compassion, I requested him to look through a crevice of 
the door, which had been iH-oken, and see the state of the overseer, 
and have mercy on him. The prisoner said, ** ATo, ^ihhn Se" I 
found it useless to ask him any more, and he left me. The overseer 
died at twelve on Tuesday night, when I ^fsa sitting up with biro. 
We were set at liberty again on Wednesday morning. I mjght 
ilbave gone to the house, as far as I could judge, at any time^ but I 
would aot leave the overseer. 

* He wivs murderedt and lying deed in the hail. 
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tary, &c. then proceeded on, passed Golden Grove *^

* ♦ • ** The gang had mostly left the yard, and a lervant be- 
longii^ to Mr; Reid, head driver of the estate, called Jemmy, came 
and took my feet out of the stocks. Rodney, belonging to Bache- 
lor's Adventure, the guard over me, made some sign, and they re- 
tamed; one'of them chopped Jemmy on the little linger. Rodney 
vfts on guard all the day; very kind to me, by allowing my feet to 
be taken out of the stocks^ but replaced* them when any of thevi 
were comijt^ into the yard. About five, or half-past five, the eang 
returned, when I was replaced by Rodney, f^d the door locKed ; 
it was ordered to be opened, and I to be released, provided I would 
fii^ papers, which I requested to see. I was taken out, and two 
papers were presented to me at the door. A man named Sloane 
held a pistol in his hand (he is now in confinement at Paradise); 
another man, said to be. Telemachus, presented me the papers*- . 
[Papers handed to witness, and identified].^ On reading the second 
paper, I said, how could I sign this, when you have murdered, the 
two overseers? The fellow who handed the papers said, * What's 
that yoa say. Sir?' — and immediately Sloane cocked the pistol. 
Mrs. Walrond whispered, * My dear, sign them,* and I did so." 

* On this plantation, at the commencement of the revolt, a party 
of four gentlemen, (wz. Mr. Gainfort, the manager. Dr. Goldie, Mr. 
Rafierty, and Mr. Amot,) here made a brave, though unsuccessfnl 
resistance, against an armed mob, consisting of nearly three bundreil 
negroes. 

On the 19th of August, at four o*clo^ in the morning, the in- 
surgents surrounded the dwelling-houfe, and attempted to force 
open the back-door, in which they succeeded; the party instantly 
fired upon them, and they retreated. Other attempts were made 
to enter the house; but a constant fire from within, for about half 
an hour, kept the rebels off. A daring negro, however, contrived 
to enter a window unperceived, and he immediately made an assault 
on Dr. Goldie with his cutlass, which, in endeavouring to parry, 

. severely wounded him in the hand. The Doctor was armed with 
a loaded bUmderfouss; but, in consequence of the situation of Mr. 

. Gainfort at the moment, the Doctor was prevented firing, fearing 
be might wound him-^but with the piece succeeded in knocking 
down the rebel, who instantly expired. At this period of the con- 
test, Mr» Amot was badly wounded in the. wrist. The party still 
maintained their ground; but the insurgents, finding they could not 
get possession of the house, nor take the party prisoners, resolved 
to set fire to it, by igniting a puncheon of rum with a quantity of 
flaming diy grass. Mr. Gainfort now. remonstrated with them, but 
without e&ct; and one fellow, during the time that tife manager 

. was addressing them, repeatedly took aim at him with a ronsket, 
"Which dangler Mr. Qaiofoft avoided, by alternately wiiJ^drawing

from the direction of tbe pifce^ One of Acm cried out, that if 
^e party could not be taken by armd, they gbouhl be by we; «nd 
-instantly the conjbustibles were in flames; the houte was filied with 
vmoke; and the party, nnable to maintaiii their post^ in consequence, 
-inmediately nuhed out. Mr. Gainibrt had proceeded but a few 
yards from the house, when he was woundea in two places in the 
''neck, from a musket loaded with slugs; and he was taken prisoner, 
'as also Mr. Arnot and Mr, Raiferty. Dr. Goldie, however, made off 
^to an adjoining cotton-piec^ after successfully resisting a fellow on 
'tbe^ wa)^, who endeavoured to cut him doim. The rebels were 
divided into two parties, one of whom was for kflling Mr. Gainfort 
ontrightr but the other party rescued him, to be reserved for fiiUine 
^engeance. They immediately stript him naked, and dragged him 
by the feet over rough shdk, whicn covered the ground. A ne- 
gro named Allick, of plantation Cove, interfered, and ^owed him 
to wA to the sick-house, where was placed the stocks; and on his 
•way thither, he was severely horse-whipped, by fevend of the io- 
'- fltlrgents, wounded in the arm with a bayonet, and sadly bruised . 
in various parts of bis body. He was fastened ia the stooks, aa 
^ewise Mr. Arnot and Mr. Rafierty, and a strong guard placed 
over them. While they were in this situation, a straggling party 
of the insHigmts came to them, and wanted to kill Mr Gainfort, 
tmt were prevented by the guard. 

Dr Goldie, on retreating to the cotton-field, remained unper- 
"Ceived, by lying down in a drain, or trench, his body immerged in 
water, saving his face. In this deplorable situation be could not 
remain for a -continuance, hmg greatly annoyed by the mosquitoes 
end the ants; he theneCbre, after some hours thus concealed, n»- 
tumed to the house, for the purpose of seeking dry clothes, was 
taken prisoner, on entering the door, and was confined in the 
stocks with the others. After twelve hours* confinement, they 
were released by the rebel chiefs Jack, Sandy, and Paris, who had 
returned with a iaige force from Mahaica. They accommodated 
•them with a gnard of negroes, and advised them to go the negro. 
houses on tli« estate, which tbey accordin|>ly cfid; and, on the 
following morning, (Wednesday,) at ten o'clock, the party were 
relieved from their perilom situation, by a detachment under 
Ifieutenaat Peddle, from the main body of tiie Slst N. B. Fusileers, 
who had juist arrived in the nei^ibouriiood of €rolden Grove, from 
Bachelor s Adventure. Mr Gainfort and his fellow-sufierers then 
proceeded on wkh the troops' to Mahaica Post, where they re- 
mained, and had the i)enefit of medical assistance. Mr. Arnot*s 
wound, for want of timelv dressmg, mortified, and hb life was 
saved by the amputation of his arm. Dr. Goldie, firom his remaining 
so long in the water, and the fiitigee be nndorwent, was afflicted 
with an inflammatory ^er, df wnich he oltimaldy died* three 
, weeks after (he commen^emaat of the refok. 
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ft party oTthe 21st Fu^eers stationed*; having taken* 
some refreshment, they resumed their march about 
eight in the evening, and halted at Bachelor's Adven- 
turef» The troopii filed in immediately; after which,i 
Colonel Leahy demanded of the firi^t negroes he met 
with, the rebel Telemacbus to be delivered up to hipi- 
They pointed to his house, and instantly a party of the 
Riflemen were ordered to surround it; the doioris were 
forced, and a general search was directed to be made^ 
but without success. On this, Colonel Leahy took one 
of tbe head-drivers as a hostage, -with a promise that 
he should, be liberated, on producing Teleinachu$* 
^e Bifle Corps^ with LieulenanlrColoBel Leaky, then 
proceeded to Coldingen with the prisoners, where tk^y 
* remained on duty during the night* 

Early on Friday mormng, an Official Communication 
vas fmblkbod by Hia Excellency the Governor, o£ the 
f^rations of the troops, which will not be impropeip 
td re-pubKsh in this place.

His Exoellency the CoinmaDder4n<^iuef has great satisfaction in 
communicating to the public, the success which has hith^to attend- 
ed the operations agdnst the revolted Negroes on the East Coast 
of this Colony, in which quarter alone the spuit of Rebeilioir ha* 
been openly manifested. 

On Monday ni^t, detachments of the 21st Fusileers, and 1st 
West India Raiment, who Jbad marched from the, garrison under 
the command of Captain Stewart, of the; latter corps, came up witli 
the rebels at plantation Wittenburg, and, after a short engagement^ 
compelled them to retire, having killed and wounded severaJ, with- 
out any loss on the part of the troops. Mr Van Waterscboodt^ 
of plantation Plaisance, accidentally. exposedi^ at thb time^ to m 
cross fire on the road, received a wound m the leg. A detadiroent 
of the 2 1st, under the command of Lieutenant Peddle, continued 
to push forward, skirmishing occasionally and successfully, and . 
forcrog the' negroes to retire. 

On Tuesday morning, a large body of the revokers (betwee* 
seven and ei^t hundred) assembled near Mr. Reed's! at plantafdott 
Dochfour, well armed, &c. They commenced an attack upon 
Lieutenant Brady, of the 2 1st, who had marched early in the morn- 
ing, with a small party of that corps undet* his command, from the 
Post at Mahaica, to endeavour, if possible, to arrest their proigress; 
ihey attempted to surround himy but this gallant Officer effected 
his retreat to the Post in most excellent order, killing and woundio^ 
^Koa ten to fifteen, without any loss whatever on his $ide» 
, On Wednesday morning, the rebels being. ed\l in the vidmty of 
the Post, . and at the bridge of plantation Beehive, Lieutenant 
prady continued fo atti^ them, and on his march threw in a small 
detachmeht to clear some bush he had occasion t^ pass, when? the 
rebels iiadj>osted a party well armed to impede his advance.* This 
0btnc& was suecessfbliy performed/ six being kEled on the spot; 
fife troops, possessing themselves of their arms and ammunition, and 
the fliaiti body retreating with great predpttation. On the same 
liiomiag, a detachment of the Georgetown Brigade of Militia, con- 
sisting of the Rifle compsfny and oth^s, un^ the command of 
Captain Croal, stice^ded ha coming np with, and «ng{^;ing in a-Terv 
gallant manner, a strong party of the rebels at plantation Elizabeth 
Hall. They were oomp^Ued- to retreat immediately, with the loss 
of about foity killed, and many wounded. At three- o'clock in the 
afternoon. Captain Simpson, who had been from the commence* 
ment of the revolt very actively and usefully employed, with hie 
iTroop of Cbvalry, in scouring and reconnoitring the different estates 
in the neighbouihood, capturing prisoners, and releasing the whites 
jffom the stocks, &c, repeatedly charged the enemy in a nety-^olr 
diier-like manner, and arrived in Georgetown at noon, escorting 
the prisoners he had taken. Too much paise cannot, fa* g^ven to 
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ihis Officer, to Lieutenant Forrester, and the men eomponngtfit 
Troops for their zeal and activity on this service. 

A strong detachment, composed of the 21st Fusil eers, and tb$ 
Georgetown Bi^de of Militia, under the command of Lfi^utenaiitr 
Colonel Leahy,, of the 21st,, having: proceeded up the Coast an 
^Tuesday -evening,, arrived at Chateau. Margo about nine o'clock,. 
Leavii^ a few of the 21st and some Militm at that place, the 

Siieutenant-Colonel pushed forward with the remainder of his 
etachroent, C^trengtbened by the Rifle Company, under the com,- 
mand of Captain Croal; and a detachment of the Ist West^Intfia,, 
who had joined hinL on* the march,)' upon Lus^nan^ wheift^ the 
Kebels were reported to- be assembled in considerable force; In 
releasing the whites upo» plantation Good HopCj. a few shots wens: 
exchanged,, some arms taken, and five or six killed The party 
proceeded,, liberating the white people on the ^ifierent estates, as- 
they advaneed^T^feaving small parties- at each to maintain the coin^ 
inunication,«-^and arrived, about three o'clock on the monung of 
Wednesday, at plantation Bachelor's Adventure, which was found 
to be the rendezvous of the disaffected^ in number considerablji 
above 1500.. ' 

The daring conduct of these na^oes, on the arrival of the de- 
tachment, in assailing the.very sentnea with, cutlasses,^ watt punished 
by shooting seven or eight on the spot.. Thedetachmeot oontlbacd' 
under anns^ and as day-light began to break, the fronts of two> 
considerable bodies were discovered on the bridges to the right and: 
left of the detachment, amoDnting to about 1000 each^. all arraec^. i 
mostly with' cutlasses and bayonets fixed upon poles; they did not 
appear to have more than- one hundred stand ^ of arms,, and some 
pistols. The Lieutenant-Colonel having in vain attempted to con- 
vince these deluded people of their error, and every attempt io* 
induce them ta lay down thdr arms having failed^ he- made hia. 
dispositions^, charged the two bodies dmultaneousl^, and dispersed 
ftiem with the lofisr' of iuHii. K>0 to 150, On pur side» we- hod onljr 
one Rifleman slightly wounded.. The prompt and deeiaivemeasures< 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Leahy, and the patient and enduring conduct 
of the 21^ and the Militia under his. command^ are entitled to the* 
highest praise, and cannot be too b%hly. appreciated.. 

The detachment resumed, its march <for Mahaio%. and arrived) 
late in the afternoon of Wednesday, visiting cdl the estates on the 
road, and libet^tixig' the white people who had beea confined in 
the stocks. 

The sudden chedc which the reBefs^ have nperienced^ at alli 
points^ has had the best effect; their movements areundeeidbi^r- 
thdr spirits are shaken,;— anda returning sense of duty is^ manifesto 
iiog itself.. 

The good tend praxse^wordiy dUsfKMtioi^ orinced by all the in* 
habitants, and their aseal in embodying for the- purpose of making. 
their services available io the most efiectuaf manner, has rendered. 
Ihe force under Lieutenant-Colojiel Goodmao,, with, the Manser 
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Battalion ooder Captain M addle, of tLe Rojral Navy, perfectlf c 
petent to the protection of the Town against an/ attack which can 
be made against it. The Commander-in-Chief is infinitely indebted 
to both these Officers, for their zeal and exertions on this occadoo^ 
and for their prompt attention to his commands. 

Every thing bears the' appearance of approaching tranquillity ^ « 
steady perseverance in good conduct, and a strict attention to the 
orders which may be issued, will efiectually ensure it. 

P. S.— Since the above went to press, the Commander-in-Chief 
has recdved information that tbe greater part of the insurgents 
along the Coast have laid down their arms, and tendered their 
subinission to Robert Edmonstone, Esq. Acting Aid-de-Camp to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Goodman, who was deputed to communicate 
with them; and as the nejpxies of Success and Le Resouvenir are 
included in the number. His Excellency is sanguine in the hopes 
ihat this submission will prove final. 

In the above communication, the conduct of the 
detachment of the 1st West India Regiment, under 
Captain iStewart, of that corps, was omitted to be men- 
jtioned. Tlie following handsome acknowledgment of 
their behaviour, was afterwards made public, by au-^ 
thority:— 

** This detachment was extremely active in the afianr at plants* 
lion Bachelor's Adventure, and wherever else they were employed, 
from the commencement of the revolt. They were amongst the 
first of the troops who were ordered to take the field, on the night 
of the insurrection; and never did men behave better, or march 
ioQore cheerfully, throughout. 

** A pari of this company, (thirty bayonets,) under Captain Stew- 
art, remun stationary at plantation Lusignan." 

In consequence of the disposition alluded to in the 
above, as having manifested itself among the insurgents 
to return to their dutv. His Excellency was pleased to 
issue the following oflfer of pardon;— 
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Bjr Hm Excellency Major-General JOHN MURRAY, Lieutenftnt-

Whereas a disposition is stated to have manifested itself among 
some of the Slaves now assembled in Arms on the East Coast of 
this Colony, to return to their Duty and Allegiance; and it having 
been reported to me, that many faithful and well-disposed Slaves 
have been forced by the more evil-minded among them to join their 
Revolt, and are still continued among them, either by force, or by 
apprehension of the consequences of their having appeared in Arms 
«-^I have th<[>ught fit to issue this my Paoclamation, hereby ofier« 
ing a FULL and FREE PARDON to all Slaves, (provided they 
shall not have been Ringleaders, or guilty of Aggravated Excesses,) 
who, throwing themselves upon my Clemency, shall, within forty- 
eight hours after the promulgation of this my Proclamation, 
deliver themselves up to any Burgher Captain or Officers command- 
ing Detachments or Parties of Troops, giving up their Arms, Ac- 
coutrements, and Ammunition, as Pledges of their Sincerity. 

•And I do hereby order and enjoin all Slaves at |Mreseiit in Re- 
bellion, to lay down their arms, and return to their labour,-* when 
such Mercy as their compliance may justify, will be extended to 
them. In de&ult of which, and after the expiration, of forty- eight 
hours, as aforesaid, all such as shall be fonnd in arms, must be 
dealt with as Rbbbls, and can place little hope in mercy.

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Copies of tliis proclamation weve fovwtarSei to aS 
parts, of the Colony, particnlarl v te the disturbed dis^ 
tricts* Tha crowd of n^oes which had been fbrmerl jr 
referred to,, as having dispersed in the direction pf tlie 
buildings of Le Besouvenir and Success^ and there 
having hoisted a white flag as a ^gn of submission^ 
were now induced to lay cfown tiieir Mtns. to the de-- 
tachment undtf the command of Captain M^Turk.. 
The three ringleaders, however, called Toby, Jim, anci 
Hill, were made prisoners^ and, after a tri^l by a sum- 
mary Court-Martial, were executed en the mllowing, 
Tuesday, at Beterverwastisg, in presence of the gang% 
of the neighbouring plantations. The detachment^ 
on this occasion, took away fifteen stand of arms, teo; 
cannisters of gunnpowder, a hundred loose bal|^ au4- 
several ball-cartridges. 

We return now to the movements of the Bifle Corps,» 
whom we left doing duty at plantation Coldingen, iu> 
their march to town,, on the night of the 22d«. 

At day-break ef the following morning, they resumed: 
their march, and, after some time, they observed a; 
number of negroes approaching them, and who, upon; 
being hailed oy the advance, stated that they hact 
brought Telemachus, — ^who being delivered up, the* 
Colonel immediately gave orders fer the reli^ of the- 
hostage formerly mentioned,, asnd directed him to re^ 
turn liome* The rest of the prisoners were then 
marched, undep an escort of the Rifle Corps, to town* 
On arriving at Lusignan, they haked . fic»r a short time;c 
^d, while passing New Hope,, observed a detacto^^t 
of Militia * drawn up,, near the buildings of that plan-- 

* Sergeant Hetfarington, of one of the coloured companies im 
the l8t Battalion Demerara Miliiia, was ordered by his Captain^ 
while at Chateau Mng^, Id oceup; Good H<q>e, t«|Hog with him 
ten men»^ This }roung man oondaeted himself with much spirit.. 
€hi his anival^he^ nacbthe ntgioas deliver up eiffht muskets; and 
on Saturday, the- SSd> he went in amidst four hundred negroes 
Biany of whom were armed, with^ Mr. Lowrie, t|ie manager, who^ 
pointed out to him two of the principal ringleaders>->whom he 
tSergeant Hethringtonl instantly laid hold of^ and secured.. One 
•f then was Um^^iee pi^se ai^ 
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tation. They proceeded on, and, after halting for 
refreshment at plantation Plaisance, the march was 
continued until they reached town, where they arrived 
at six o'clock in the evening; and, having given the 
prisoners over to the main guard, they were dismissed, 
with orders to hold themselves in readiness again to 
march up the Coast, the following day. 

On the afternoon of this day. Captain Crichton, of 
the Provisional Battalion, was despatched with two 
subalterns, and fifty men, to take up a position on 
plantation Industry"*, — ^aback of the River estates, — 
to intercept any negroes from the Coast, who might 
pass down the back-dams, and come into town by Canat 
No* 3. It was afterwards found expedient to augment 
tbis detachment to three subalterns, and ninety meny 
as the line of communication extended across the 
€X>ttntry for nearly three miles, and they required de- 
tachments, each under a subaltern, to be kept open. 
The duty done by this detachment, under that active 
Officer, Captain Crichtoil,* was extremely severe, as a 
constant succession of picquets frop each post was in- 
diq>ensable, to prevent any one passing between the 
posts. They wierfe also frequently occupied in scouring 
tlie bvishJand in-front, until several negroes were taken, 
whto bad been many years absent from their esta^s. 
It was not until every thing was considered secure up 
the Coast, that tbis detachment was Tecalled,' aftef 
perfinrming as severe duty, as any^qtial number of mea 
could possibly do. 

On Sunday the 24th, the Rifle Corps, according td 
order, left town, accompanied by Colonel Leahy, and 
slept that night at Plaisance. The following day, about 
one o'clock, p. m., they proceeded to the Success, and, 
on approaching the negro-houses, they were ordered 

* This estate was tormerly in cotton, but of late years the front 
lands were abandoned, and it was turned into a sugar plantation* 
The buildings are considerably aback, [see £ in the map], and tb« 
produce was conveyed to town by the Canal No. 3. The shipping- 
house, dose by the Canal, was occupied by a picquet [Q] ; and ti^ 
line of picquets [represented by square dots} extended frgcu that 
pointy to tbs mxttk side-line af plantatioB La Penitence.

The relief topk plftce 
soon afterwards^ apd the whble detachment moved on 
tQ Baron Van Grovestein's, (Beterverwagting,) whex^ 
they remained till next morning.. 

On Ti^sday^ the 26th, about eight ^'clock ia the 
mornings six prisoners were brought over firom Suc?^ • 
cess; and the gang of Seterverwi^gting^ having bee» 
called up, the prisoners * were separately bi:oqght ou% 
t>efore them, and, after due examination into thq pr^of^ 
of their ^jflt, they wc^rethen shot.

I'he uesjre Joseph w^ Uien 
seized^ as being one of tho^ whp had dira^ed bia^ 
master [Mr. Walrond] to the stocW— ^au acUve ring- 
leader in the revolt; he was then, put into a seNeuref 
place of confinement, with several other prisoners^ wha

irom Mahaica Post. The following day, Wednesday, 
mbout noon, the bu^le sounded to Tall m, and a party 
of the corps under the command of Lieutenant Rainey, 
were, ordered to proceed with the prisoners to town. 
On the escort arriving at the tea-house* in front of 
plantation Bel-Air, a&ut six oVlock in the evening, 
-one of the prisoners, named Prince, succeeded m 
getting his hands loose from the cord which had bound 
Siem, and dashed off into a neighbouring field, in 
order to make his escape, which he had nearly ac- 
complished; but a shot tnrought him down, mortally 
wounded. The pwty then proceeded on to town, and 
delivered the prisoners over to (he main guard. 

The main body of the Riile Corps, which we left at 
KabacUs, 43Xtenaed themsdves along the back of the 
negro-hoases,-— where Colonel Leahy, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Kernan, and Assistant-Commissary Edie, 
^searched the buildings ibr arms and ammunition. In 
this they partially succeeded; and parties of the Corps 
were afterwards sent through the cotton-fields, for a 
similar purpose. On the following day, Thursday, the 
^8th, tliey were employed on the some duty at the 
neighbouring estates; and on Friday, several prisoners 
were brought over, by a detachment of llie 21st Fusi- 
leers, under Captain ^Sutherland. On Saturday, the 
SOth, the Corps received orders to march them to 
Beterverwagting, whwe they arrived at seven o'cldck 
in the evening f. On the afternoon of the following 
day, Sunday, the Slst, they^ proceeded to plantation 
Chateau Margo, where they joined the different troops 
under Captain Daniels; they then moved on to town, 
and delivered over the prisoners to the Colonial Jail.

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It now being desirable that the prisoners who liad 
been brought to town» and placed under confinement, 
should be put upoa their trial without delay^ — His 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor was pleased to 
issue his warrant, in the name of His Majesty, for 
assembling and constituting a General Court-Martia:L 
On Monday, 25th August, the same was opened *, 
with due solemnity, and llie following Officers and 
Gentlemen were sworn in ;—

The President having stated^ that on account of the 
' witnesses not bavins arrived, the Court were under the 
necessity of adjourning until tlie following day. 

On Tuesday, the 26th,. the. negroes Natty, alias 
Natt, belonging to plantation Enterprise, and Louis, 
l)elonging to plantation Plaisance, were tried and found 
guilty, on the following charge: — 

* At the Colony-House, 
t President <^ the Court of Justice; 
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* 
^or having, on or about the night of Monday, the lath of August, 
Iteen in open Revolt and RebelKon, and actively engaged therdii, 
against the Peace of Our Sovereign Lord the King, and the Law« 
ia force in these Colonies— and also for aiding and assisting oth^ns . 
in such Rebellion*. 

Being convicted on the clearest evidence, they were 
sentenced to suffer death the same evening. In order 
to carry the sentence of the law into effect with all pos- 
sible solemnity, the 1st Battalion of the Georgetown 
Militia having assembled at the Colonial Armoury f, 
the foUow^ing order of procession was formed, m order 
to conduct the prisoners to the place of execution, on 
\he Parade-Ground, Cumingsburg^:, where a gallows 
had been erected: —

♦-Robert Ed monstone, Esq. who acted aS" Aid-de-Camp to Col.- T 
onel Goodman, was sworn as an -Interpreter, to explain to the 
prisoner, in' the^ negro dialect, the nature of 'the Charge, — the Evir . 
dence,— to ask any Questions, by way of cross-examination, — and 
to a«{»ist the Prisoner with his Defence. Mr. Edmonstone also in- 
terpreted the testimony given by negroes. Throughout the whole ^ 
of the trials, an Interpreter was engaged. 

The Charge was explained to the Prisoner by Mr. Edmonstone ; 
and, as the Plea of— Guilty, or not Guilfy— did not seem intelligible 
to the Prisoner, he was asked by the Interpreter, *' You do so?— 
or you no do so?" — The answer was, " No; me no been do 'em." 
Whereupon the Plea of— Not Guilty— was recorded, ki many \ 
cases, the Prisoners said at once—" Not Guilty."

Georgetown, situated at the mouth oC the Deinerara River, oc- 
cupies the front lands of five plantations, Ptiz.-:-The Thomas, 7. 7. 
comprising the districts of Kingston and Cumu^gsburg.-^Vlifisiogen, 
6.— The old town of Stabroek, i.— Werk en Rust, 4.— and Chariest- 
ton^n, front of plantation Le Repentir, 3. 
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Tlie precession moved off about five o'clock, at a 
slow pace*, the band plajinjr a dead march, which 
produced an awful and impresfsive, effect. At the place 
of execution, they behaved with decorum, and acknow- ' 
ledged the justice of their sentence f. A single gun 
announced their having been launched into eternity. 
A great many other negroes were also tried by the 
above Court-Martial, day after day, on the same tharge; 
and some of them also, for causing, exciting, and pro- 
moting, such revolt or rebellion, by acting as a leader, 
chiefj or head man*

Among, the witnesses against the latter, ras the culprit'i manager— 
[See note in page 31.] At ^hc pl^ce of execution, Murphy begged 
hard, for bis fife, and was so Kttle resigned to hi$ fate, that the 
executioner was^ peremptorily ordered to do his duty, and not delay. 
Harry «ubmitted to his fate with l-esignation. 
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It having been ascertained that many of the Hn'"«» 
leaders and their followers had fled into the woods 



On Thursday, the 28th, four rebels were found guilrj^and escorted 
to the place of execution, at the usual hour of five o'clock, p. m. 
The3r were Daroas, of Plaisance, Danid and Philip, of Foulis, and 
Evan, of Good Hope. At these executions,, an unfortunate cir- 
cumstance occurred. . On the felling of the drop-board, three of 
the culprits were precipitated to the ground, in consequence of the 
accidental slipping of the knot. Two of them, while on the ground, 
appeared perfectly insensible; the other raised himself on his seat, 
and remained so for nearly a minute, and then fell at full lengthy 
apparently as dead. 

The foUowitig are extracts from the Repositions of respectable 
witnesses, dri th^ trials of three of the above rebels. 

" HuBEAT Whitlocke Swom, 
" I know the prisoner; be belongs to Foulis; I am manager and 
attorney of that estate. « ♦ * About half an hour, 
or little more after, the second gang came, headed by Daniel, the 
prisoner; they came in a line; he was the first man, armed with a 
musket, a fixed bayonet, and accoutrements round him. He went 
round the house, ^nd some one came up the steps, seized me by * 
the collar, and dragged me down, and said, ' We have him,'^at 
which time Daniel came back again. I was then dragged by one, 
puslied by anocbef/and tak(?n by the whole to the stocks; th« 
sitfkrhouso' was open, and all the sick negroes, and those in the 
stocks^ released. Daniel was the man who opened the stocks for 
me. I caUedto him, and said, Daniel, is this you?— He said, ' Yes, 
it*s my turn now.' He pnt in one foot, and I begged him not to 
put ia both; .be said, he could not allow it, he must put in both; 
be then shut the stocks, and locked it himself. The wmdows were 
shut, the doors were lodked, and 1 heard Daniel give orders to 
leave three estate negroes, and two strange negroes, to guard me^'*

** Did. ydu ever find fault with me, in the situation I held under 

you on the estate?— You have the character of the greatest rascal 

on the estate; X always considered you the most dangerous man on 

the estate; you were a good workman.*' 

Evidence of a witness on the trial of Philip. 

"Duncan M*Arthur jJw/orw. 

*• I know the prisoner; he belongs to plantation Foulis; his name 
is Philip. I lived at Foulis, when the prisoner was there. I was 
put into the stocks on Tuesday morning; Philip took hold of me 
when I was seized, as I stated in the last trial; he held a cutlass; 
he toqk roe out of the porch> holding me by the right collar, and 
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aback of the estates, [among whom were the noted 
leaders, Quamina and his son Jack], a bush expedition 
was therefore got ready, with all possible despatch. 



^d I was tbe man be wanted. I was almost instantly rescued by 
Paradise nq|;roe8; after that, the lights were put out, and I was 
taken to the stocks, by whom I don't know. Prisoner held ne. 
violently, and dragged me ; be bad a cutlass in bis other band." 

The following is an extract from the evidence adduced on the 
trial of Evan. 

•* WiixiAM BaowN Sworn* 

*'I am overseer on plantation Good Hope. ♦ ♦ ♦ The pri- 
soner came up the steps, arroed with a cutlass; I told hiin to go 
down; he woutd not go. * * * I asked him if he had a good 
heart to assist me ; A# said he had. A strange negro of Foulis, with 
sr stick and a cutlass at the end of it, was going to run it into me; 
I turned round to ward it.ofl^ when prisoner came behind me, and 
shaved me down tie steps of the gaUer^, amongst all the fMgr^f /.- 
there are twelve or thirteen steps; he shoved me in such a manqer* 
that I did not touch a single-step,, from the top to the bottoiiiy but 
my shoulder struck against tbe top of one of the lower poatt. Pn- 
sdner is « polreriti], tall man. I lighted at the bottom, on my bands 
and ieet, A great many negroes came over, and sidd, ^ Kfll him.' 
Some said ' No, put him in the stocks;'«^they carried me to the 
stocks." 

On Saturday, the 6th of September, six more of the lebels were 
led to execution. The Rifle Corps, and great part, of the Cavalry, 
then doing duty in town, joined the procesdon; as Hfttewisc a large ' 
body of Indians, under W. Hillhouse, Esq. who commanded these 
people in the capacity of Commissary-General. The military fbree 
which attended the execution, had an imposing effect* The names 
of the culprits who sufi^red, were— BUick, of ColdiiEigen,!Attiila, of 
Plpisance, France, of Porter's Hope, Billey, of Ann's. Grovcy^ Harry, 
of. Triumph, and Quintus, of Beterverwagting. They : appeared 
seemingly penitent. .. ^ 

From some of the trials of tFie above rebels^ the following are 
ex tracts : — 

"Ned Sworn, 
• • * ** I am Mr. Spencer's f groom. I was in Mr.- Spencer's 

f Cresswell Spencer, Esq. manager and attorney of plantation 
Aunandale, and-Burghcr Captain. Thii^ gentleman bad a nurrow 
escape from the insurgents. He was in town on Monday, the 18^h 
August, where he first heard of the intended rising; he im mediately ' 
returned to his residence at the above plantation, and had arrived 
but>a short time, when he was aiarmed by the blawliig of shelis on 
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A detachment of Militia under the command of 
Lieutenants Nurse and Davison, had been sent froni 



yard, and hearJ the shell of the Ffiendship blown. Mr. Spencer 
sent Primo to know what the shell was blowing for; when Primo 
returned, be informed Mr. Spencer, that the n^o men were all 
risen, armed with cutlasses. Mr. Spencer desired the dri.vers to 
call up some of the men, to assist in preserving the property. I 
was guarding the counting-house door, when I saw ElKck, who 
said, * Here is one of Mr. Spencer*s servants, he roust know where 
he is;* then they began to beat me, and some of them said I ought 
to be shot. I did not tell them where Mr. Spencer was. # ♦ ♦ 
Ellick had a cutlass.** 

The desperate conduct of Attilla in the revolt, was testified by 
several witnesses. - He sawed through a partition, to get at . the 
manager of the Better Hope; had the head-driver tied; and carried 
off by force the manager and others to the stocks —[See page 11.] 
The following is the evidence of Bob, driver of plantation Brothers, 
.a remarkably fine, intelligent negro. When the oath was about to 
be administered. Bob stated he was a Mahometan, and that his form 
of oath was ^wearing by the Koran, by holcfing up his hand, and 
kissing the book at the same time. Coionel Wray stated to the 
Court, that this form of oath wiis sufiicient ; and that on a trial at 
the Old Bailey . for mm'der, a Chinese was sworn by breaking a 
saucer. The examination then proceeded. — " I know the prisoner; 
he belongs to Plaisance. At plantation Brothers, on Monday, the 
18th, about five o*cIock, the manager came and called me. About 
leven o'clock «t night, the prisoner Attilla, with a great many ne^ 
groes, made their appearance. I went out to meet them, and 
asked what row that was coming on the estate? Attilla asked me, 
'Are y«a the manager? —if vou are, you must take what the mana- 
ger is going to get.* They then laid hold of me. # ♦ « They 
then dragged me from the negro-house to the dwellrag-house. 
When we reached there, I jumped upon the steps, to defend the 

the Friendship, an adjoining plantatioa to windward. Crowds of 
armed negroes were seen making' thdr way towards the dwelling* 
house, under which Mr. Spencer passed, for the purpose of avoiding 
the rebels. Two muskets were fired at him, but he escaped into 
the cotton-pieces, about 100 rod? from the house, where be re- 
mained for the night. White in this deplorable situation^ be heard 
the negroes distinctly talking of him, expressing disappointment at 
not having secured his person; and heard several: say, that they 
wanted the Burgher Captain's head. At break of day, he escaped 
from the cotton-pieces to the front cotton field,, and at . night to 
town, by the sea. Mr. Spencer has been a resident in the Colony 
for many years, as a planter, and was always remarkable ibr h» 
humanity, and good treatment ^ negroes. 
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town, and quartered at Post Felicity, under Captain 
M*Turk, who had received orders from the Com- 

\chites. A boy named Suhan laid hold of me, dragged me, and 
gave roe a blow over the eye; and I heard Attilla give ordera to 
cut my head, off; and then Darius, belonging to Le Rcsouvenir, 
gave orders to cut off one of my hands.'* 

*' Capdtain Louis CH^RLBb Appelius, 2lst N, B. F. Sworn, 
" I know the prisoner [Billy, of Ano*s Grove], His own son gave 
information to roe trgainst him, on the 21st of August, at Clonbrook; 
he was then concealed in a hut, and I made him come out; and, 
on asking for his arms, he said he had concealed them in an ad- 
joining field; that if I would permit him, be would go and fetch 
them, as he was tired of the liusiness. Not knowing him lo be one 
of the ))fincipal ringleaders, I allowed him to do so ; his son brought 
in three stand of arms, but the prisoner sd^sconded, and ran ofll 
From information I then received, I sent out parties after hin> ; and, 
80 late as the 27th, in making his escape from two parties of the 
21st, who were endeavouring to surround him, he fell into the hands 
of some negroes, who had been sent from Clonbrook after him. 
When perceived by our men, he was anned with a gun ; but when 
taken, ^he had only a sabre. He acknowledged to roe, that he had 
been with the party engaged with Lieutenant Brady, on the 19th 
and 20th.»' 

Harry, of the Triumph, was the principal leader of the gang that 
attacked the house of the man^tger on plantation Mon Repos— [See 
page 9.]— He was the first that fired into the house. 

On taking down the bodies of these six rebels, they were detap- - 
itated, and their heads affixed to poles, and put up within the fort. 
The head of Attilla was taken to plantation Plaisance, and there 
placed on a pole by the road-side. 

On Friday, the 12th of September, nine rebels were led to exe- 
cution, viz.— Telcmachus and Scipio, of Bachelor's Adventure, 
Lindor and Pickel, of La Bonne Intention, Befianey, of Success, 
Tom, of Chateau Margd, Paul, of Friendship, and Quamina, of 
Noot en Zuyl. They were accompanied in the procession by nearly 
sixty of their associates in rebellion, who were' marched under a 
strong guard, to witne^ the Execution,— it being thought, that such 
an example might produce salutary effects. It was some time after 
sunset before the signal-gun announced their exit from this life. 
The rope which suspended Telemachus unfortunately gave way, and 
he fell to the ground, apparently dead; he was immediately drawn 
np. Telemachus was a noted ringleader. The following evidence 
is extracted from bis trial:— 

" HuBEaT WhitlocK£ Examined by the Judges Advocate, 
*' On the trial of Daniel, I stated to the Court the manner in which 
I was put into the stocks. It was on the morning of Tuesday, the 
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mander-in-Chief to prevent the negroes (who had as- 
sembled in great numbers behind the Success^ and 

19th, I was told by a negro man GiU>ert, who came to me in the 
stocks, anned with a double-barrelled gun, that I should be released, 
B8 Telemachus, the captain, was coming; Gilbert belongs to Para- 
dise. He did come, while Gilbert was at the stocks, almost imme* 
diately, and inquired of me if the guard had taken proper care of 
xne, while I had been there; J said yes, and begged to he released; 
he ordered me to be released^ and accompanied me to the lious<?. 
He had, I dare say, one hundred and fifty with him; ju^t then, he 
appeared to be st the head. I went into the honse, and he gave 
me two papers to sign; I did not read either one of them.— [Fapers 
produced, and identified.]— The papers produced, are the papers I 
signed. I do not believe be had any arms; his follo\«ers had; they 
were armed diflerent ways; bome guns, some pkitols, and some 
bayonets; hardly an individual, beside himself, but what had some- 
thing. He staid and regaled himself with porter and wine, &c., and 
"went away; the others that did not drink, he invited; he appeared 
to have his favourites. . I signed the papers for fear of danger to 
my jperson, and thought they would kill me, if I refused." 

At the termination of his defence, Telemachus threw himself on 
his knees, and begged for mercy. 

Jemmy was fnlly convicted on the ordinary charge, and also for 
the rounder of the bugler of the 2lst N. B. F.— [See page 36.]— The 
following is an extract from his trial :«— 

"James Carson Sworn. 

** I am overseer on plantation Hope. I have seen the prisoner 
at different times, and have always considered him to belong to 
Bachelor's Adventure. » * # About half-past two in the 
morning of the 18th August, I saw the prisoner, in company with 
a number of other negroes, at the manager's house of plantation 
Hope. He collared me, and said I must, go to the stocks. There 
vras no candle light, but moon light. # * * I resisted, and he 
struck me on my body with bis fist; he then shoved me over the 
steps. I did not want to go to the stocks ; he then knocked off 
my hat, and struck me again." « # ♦ 

The conduct of Lindor and Pickel, of La Bonne Intentioo, is 
exemplified by the following slight extracts from their trials:— 

" Nicholas Gerard Toolan Stuom, 
'* I am manager of plantation La Bonne Intention. On Monday, 
the 18th of August last, about six oVlock in the evening, I was in 
the dwelling-house. * ♦ ♦ I heard the prisoner Lindor give orders 
to set fire to it ; I spoke to him not to do so, but there was no 
help; he gave me no answer, but kept crying out, 'Put fire, put 
fire/ I saw him at the time; I spoke to bim at the time he was 
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estates. 



80 calling out; he belongs to our estate; he was not more than 
eighty paces from me at the time; I could see him clearly, as I see 
huD now." 

"Donald Reio Sworn, 

" I am overseer on La Bonne Intention ; Pickel is a field-negro. 

They conveyed me to the stocks-; Profit was on my nght 

hand, and David was behind me. On passing the manager's house, 
the prisoner Pickel took his cutlass flatways, and struck me twice 
over the nose ; it bled the whole night, while I was in the stocks. 
He was going to give me a third blow, when some of our negroes 
shoved hinvojQT.*' 

Befianey was principally concerned in the release of Jack Glad- 
stone from the custody of the overseer of Success, [Malcolm Mur- 
cheson], while conveying Jack prisoner to the Burgher Captain, 
Dr. M'Turk. Befianey struck the overseer with bk cutlass, and 
with violence rescued Jack, who immediately went to the release 
of his father, Quamina, at that time in custody of another overseer^ 
who was conveying his prisoner q!so to the Bnrgher Captain, bj 
order of his manager.— [See pag<' 4.] The following is an extract 
from the evidence of the manager of Chateau Margo,. on the trial 
of Tom I— 

" George Man'son Sworn, 

**The prisoner Thomas said I had got away once, and he 

would take care I should not get away a second time; he brandished 
his cutlass over me, and said he would carry me to the stocks, dead 
or alive. They then tied- my hands, but I broke the rope. 1 was 
then dragged, rather than walked, to the stocks-door, where Mr. 
Thomson Tthe overseer] was brought out, and we were tied together 
with a hank rope, for a few minutes. I was struck several times 
with small bamboo sticks, by the women gang. F was shoved along 
the house to the stocks-room, when Tom the prisoner brandished 
his cutlass; he then put his band upon my foreheail, lard the sharp^ 
edge of the cutlass across my throat, and said, ' You have done for 
me enough on this estate, but before day-break I will do for you.*' 
As I was going to the stocks-room door, the woman Kit gave me 
a slap on the side of the head with her hand, and askt d me what I 
thought now?— I then went into the stocks. The prisoner Tom 
hauled my two feet into the smallest holes, took his cutlass, and' 
knocked it on the stocks, and told us we sliould sleep sound to- 
night." 

Paul of Friendship was the first n^o who entered his manager's 
house, on Monday, the 18th, collared him, and tried to wrestle a 
gun from. his hands. There were at lea^ta hundred negroes about 
the house ; they broke the firont door open with axes, and rushed 
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On the 29 th of August, part of the above detachment, 
and a party of Indian^ with whom were Captains

in. The nmni^er, tCbristian John tScbmidt], bis wife, he* sister/ 
and his infant child, were there at the time. He toM the rebels 
that he would defend his family, when he w<as immediately knocked 
down, by a blow on the back of the head ^vith the butt of a gufi; 
he got up, aod was knocked down a second time, and. dragged to 
the stocks. 

The following is the deposition of a witness on the trial of 
Quamina, belongiag to plantation Noot en Zuyl :^ 

" Donald Ma&tin Sworn, 

'* I am a medical practitioner on the Coast. I know the prisoner; 
J first saw him on Wednesday, the SOth August, at plantation 
Elizabeth Hall; he had a cutlgss; there were a great number of 
negroes along with ,hiiu; at tbb time they were pretty quiet; it v/an 
after the troops had left Bachelor's Adventure.' I observed the 
prisoner particularly, \mt\g amongst the cvowd, telling the negroes, 
that ' since the soldiers. had shot. so many of thera, they saw plainly 
that buckras did not want any more n^roes, and they wished they 
had possession of the count/y themselves, and do away with the 
n^roes altogetheri and kill all the negroes; that being the case, the 
best plan for them would be, io lay hold of mU the wkUes they 
could eatchj and murder them* I am positive this is the man, al- 
though I did not know him before; he put himself before ail the 
rest, and seemed to me to be the leader. of the part}*.'* 

Out of these nine rebels, four of them were hung in chains, oil 
the East Coast, by the side of the public road; v&i, Teiemachos 
and Jimmy, on Bachelor's Adventure; Lindor^ on La Bonne Inr 
tention; and Paul,^ on plantattoa Friendship. - Some of the others 
were decapitated, and their heads stock up on poles within the 
FcTrt. 

To many of the convictedi rebels, .whose i^uHt was in any way 
palliated by favourable evidence on their trials, the a^fui punish- 
ment of death was remitted. On November 6th, at plantation 
Success, four were flogged as soldiers are in the British army— ofte 
received 500 lashes, the others sfio*. There were present, ufader 
the command of Colonel Iieahy, a detachment of the 1st VVest 
India, and a great part of the Miiitia trc)op of Cavalry. After the 
punishments were put in force, an officer's escort was sent to an 
adjoining plantation, for jthe Governor. On His ExceHency's ar- 
rival, the drivers of the gangs of the neighbouring estates, with the 

♦ The sentences of two rebels were read, who were not present 
on the occasion— this perhaps was accidisntal— they werf sentenced 
to receive lOOO lashes eacji, one of theui to be worked in chains 
lor iife^ and the other tor seven years. 
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Brandes and Hillhouse, marched to the back-dam of 
plantaiion Lnsignan, and proceeded from tlieoee; at 



ovefsfeers, and the whole of the gang of plantation Success, formed 
neftrly n circle, in the cientre of which .His Excellency ajnply acl- 
ch-essed them, in a very appropriate and adinonitpry maoiter, to* 
which they listened with attention. , , 

'On November 7th, at plantation Triumph, three more of th^ 
rebels underwent a similar punishment; after, which, an officer's 
guard was sent to escort His Excellency the Governor from Cha- 
teau Margo,-»wheD, onliis arrival, the gang of the plantation, aod 
part of others in the neighbourhood, were admotiijhed and instructed 
hy another appropriate address. On the 'following morning, at 
Nabaclis, two rebels were flogged, and the negroes admonished as 
on the two former occasions* 

Many of the insurgents were still under sentence of death, apd * 
many remained yet untried; and it was Hot until the following . 
yqar) [1824], on the 9th of January, that the melancholy spectacle 
of another execution was witnessed on the Paradfe-Ground. At 
six o'clock, p. m., four principal ringleaders were there executed, — . 
being Paris, of Good Hope, Hamilton and Richard, of Success,, and 
Achilles, of Beterverwagting, They appeared penitent. 

Paris was a well-proportioned negro, of gigantic size. The fol- 
lowing evidence is extracted from his trial, which took place Oc-^ 
tober 7th, lijas;-^ . - 

^ John Lbi^niE Saorn- - ' 

" On the. night of the .18th, I desired the prisoner, who is' boat- 
captain, to come into my liaiige. . I told him to go and get a cutlass^ 
and assist the whites in defending his master's property; he did so,, 
an^ came back to us with a cutlass. I ordered hini to cut down 
the first negro who should come on the stairs. The negroes came 
up, and he fell back;' he did hot strike them, or prevent them run- 
ning. The negroea came into the house, and got possession of the 
hal]. I was alone in the gallery, surrounded by negroes, and spoke 
to Paris; 1 think I sai4» do they intend to murder me? and he said^ 
it does not look so. I Uien told the negroes, if they would go out 
of the house, I would ^ve tbe musket to the prisoner. I said this, 
because the prisoner had always behaved Very well on the estate; 
I had no &ult. to find with him; lie is a very sensible man. The 
musket was seized, but not by the prisoner. I was going to speak 
to Paris, when I wa^ ^ized and dragged downstairs, and put inra 
the stocks. The prisoner . came to th» sick-house, whilst I was in 
the stocks, I think he said, have you got a sfceet and pillow^ 
They were both brought some .time afterwards^ but by whom I 
^jmnot say. I saw no more of Pans until Wednesday mornings 
when I saw him pass the end of one of the, negro-houses, through 
tlte trench and the cotton-piece, to the side-line; he had a raubket. 
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six o'clock on the following morning, along the trench 
extending into the bush from the above estate; and, 



but I cannot say if he had accoutrements : several of the negroes 
were with him; he went as far as Lusignan side-line; he remained 
there a short time, and then returned to Good Hope. I sent a 
boj, Dance, to call him to come and speak to me; the boy came 
back, and safd he would not come ; I saw the boy go to the house 
where Paris was. I saw no morfe of the prisoner until Saturduyv 
the 2Sd. Mr. Corj, of Lusignan, came to Good Hope with the 
prisoner, and SJud he had surrendered, himself to him; he gave him. 
over io me. Toby, another negro, \vas along with the man. I 
asked the prisoner if he had been ill used, and v/hat drove him to 
such desperate conduct; I think his answer was, no, he had not. 
i at the same time told Mr. Cort, in the prisoner*s presence, that 
whenever he came for a bottle of wine or porter, he had nevef 
beenrrefttsed.it; but I cannot say whether prisoner made any an- 
swer, but he did not contradict it.. The prisoner has occasionally 
asked roe'for porter, wine, shirt, and trowsers, and I always gave 
them to hhn. He is boat-captain, and is considered a head man on 
the estate, and gets three allowances of provisions a-week. When 
he went to town, he got two flasks of rum in his boat.** 

" Negro William, of Good Hope, Sworn, 
** I ani a carpenter, and was examined on the trfel of Harry. I 
saw the prisoner on Monday night, before the rising began; he told 
all the men on the estate that they must ris^, as the King had sent . 
out -word', that' " alt the slaves were to be free, and that no slave 
should work for a white man, unless paid like a white overseer; 
that as every estate was to rise, and put the manager in the stocks, 
the Good Hope people must do so also, and take away the arnjs. 
This was before they threw ^grass; the gang had the grass in their 
hands, and the overseer ckme to look ut it; they then threw grass 
on the ground, and surrounded the house, but did not attack Jt; 
they waltedfor the strangers. At this time, the manager sent me 
for Paris; I beard him tell Paris to stand at the foot of the stairs, 
and let no negroes up. The Beterverwagting people came there, 
and put the manager in the stocks; I saw the prisoner Patris go all 
over the house, to look for arms, which he distributed to the peo- 
ple, and kept ooe hin^self, with a belt, sword, and shot-box. The 
prisoner went away, and told the people they must come along 
with' him up the Coast. I was carried with them to Lusignan. 
Parij said, that those who'would not follow, he would kill." 

" A, G. Gaiuvokt Suforn, 

/' I am xnBnager of Golden Grove, and was examined on the 

trial of Sandy. I saw the prisoner on Tuesday evening, the 19th 

August^ tts a. Icuder amongst th^ neg^6es. He was armed with k 

musket, and had on a shot belt f he was present with Jack and 
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[at B. see Map39 as if of fugitives coming from leeward. 



Sandy, when we signed the papers produced here before; be ap« 
peared feu!ky and disappointed. The prisoner, Jack, and Sandy, aft 
appeared to be leaders, and they prevented the other negroes ap- 
proaching.'* 

" Mr. Gra VT, of Plantation BelleSeld, Sunym, 

"1 5aw the prisoner on Tuesday, the 19tb August, about fbur 
o'clock; he came with a great number of negroes, from Mahafca 
side, towards Bellefield. He had a gun, and was one of those who 
wanted me to sign a paper. I said I had already signed one; be 
then said to the others, ' JDon't trust buckra, but make him sign m 
second.' I told them it was the same I had before signed, and thej 
were satisfied," 

The defence of Paris, on his trial, was remarkable for its length* 
He was hung in chains, on a gibbet erected close to the Fort*. 

From the evidence against Hamilton, he appeared to have shown 
no indedsioh of action as a rebel. On the manager of Montr<Me 
sending a negro [Francois] to tell him and his party to go off tl^e 
estate, or he should fire into them, he replied, ^ that he might fire, 
and' be d— d,"— and desired the manager to deliva'.iip his arms. 

" Mr. MoRCHEsoN Sivom. 

" I am overseer on plantation Success, and know the prisoner. 
On Monda3', the 18th, at iive o'clock, afternoon, I saw the prisoner 
on the side-line of Success; several negroes were with. htm, and he 
made seyeral attempts to s^ike me with bis cutlass; Jie was kept 
back by Jack, of Success." 

Achilles met his fate with much irresc^ution, and pretended that 
he bad something to disclose, and talked incoherently of anofker 
insurrection. An express was sent off to the Governor, in conse- 
quence, which however produced no other eiiect, than that of 
delaying the execution for a few minutes. 

Richard, a notorious and de^erate ringleader, had eluded for a 
long time being taken, having retired to the woods. He met his 
fate with firmness. His body was hung in chains on the same 
gibbet with Quamina, in front of plantation Success. 
. On the following morning, January lOtb, |he negro Sandy, a 

Srincipal leader in the revolt, was conveved in a cart to plantatiou 
Tonpareil, attended by a detachment of the CavsJry. This insiir* 
gent was convicted on the ordinary charge, and for acting as a chief 
or head man in the rebellioli. He also was tried and found guiltjf

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which contintied along the water-path for a consida^^ 
able distance. The detachment then struck off to 



•f the imirder of a negro. At the place of execution,. he appeared 
Tery penitent, spoke for a few minutes, and was going to accuse 
some one of being the cause of the revolt, but was prevented from 
so doing by the minister who attended him ; he then uttered a short 
<Qacu]ation, threw himself off the ladder, and expired without a 
struggle. 

On Thursday, the 15th of January, the Brigade of Militia were 
under arms on the Parade-Ground, to witness the flogging of sevea 
convicted insurgents, who had been some time under sentence; 
ffie, LouiS) of Porter*8 Hope, 1000 lashes; Field, of Clonbrook, 
lOOO; Mefcurj'jOf Enmore, 700; Austin, of the Cove, 600; Jessa- 
min, of Success, 1000; John, belonging to F. C. Otto, 200; anid 
August, of Success, 300. 

There were also flogged at the New Barracks, three of the rebels 
vho had been sentenced some time previous ; viz. Cobino, Sammy, 
and Cudgo; the first to receive lOOO lashes, and to be worked in 
^ains for lile; iAie second 1000 lashes, and to be worked in chains 
for seven years ; and the third 1000 lashes. Cobino received the 
nvhole amount, Sammy 900, and Cudgo 800. 

On the 2d of February, the negro Maximilian, belontpng to plan- 
tation Success, received at the Jail 900 lashes, pursuant to sentence 
of a Court-Martial, for aiding and assisting in the late revolt. 
There are yet remaining [May 15th, 1824] fifty negroes implicated 
in the revolt, who have been tried, and whose sentences probably 
await the decision of the Sovereign, — among the number of whon;, 
is the noted ringleader Jack Gladstone, belonging to plantation 
Success. This man, after the defeat of the rebels at Bachelor's 
Adventure, fled into the woods, and for a considerable time eluded 
fdi discovery; and so great was tlie importance attached to his 
being taken, in consequence of its being understood that he was the 
chief of all the other leaders in the revolt, a large reward was 
oflered for his apprehension. The manner of his capture is already 
related. The interest excited by this man's trial was exceedingly 
^reat. Many important facts were elicited on the proceedings; 
- and, as his defence is very remarkable, not only for its ingenuity, 
but as carrying with it an. air of truth and candour, it may not 
perhaps be altogether unprofitable here, to give an extract from his 
published trial. 

JACK'S DEFENCE. 

" About seven or eight weeks before this rebellion broke on^ 
Cato mentioned to my father, in presence of Active, something 
about our freedom being come out, and that it was told by Joe, 
Mr. Simpson's boy. Cato, my father. Active, and Dumfries, then 
came to my house, and Cato told it to me ia their presence; h« 

H 
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^indward, [at C], foUowinrr the track until four o'clock 
in the afternoon, at which hour they halted for the 



also said, that Joe Simpson wished us to come to his place at 
Wittemburg, as he wanted to see two or three brothers of the 
church, and that he would put us in the way how to get at it, for 
that we were too cowardly; now that our right was all before us, 
and we would not seek for it. Edward, the little boy, wrote a 
letter, by my father's direction, to Joe Simpson, stating, that he 
would be very happy and willing to bear what he had to say. Ac* 
tive and York were the bearers of the letter, and Mors, of Vaa 
Cooten, went with them to Joe Simpson; they called for him on 
the way down, as he had received a similar message. We received 
an answer from Joe Simpson in writing, that we were to be freed, 
by what he had seen in his master's papers (whether he meant 
newspapers or letters, I cannot tell); that Mr. Wilberforce was 
doing his best for us; and that if we would wait a little, a new 
Governor was expected very soon; aiid, if he came, and would not 
give us what is allowed to us, that we must all apply to him, and 
that he would inform us of the regular way of getting it. .. The 
firht message from Joe Simpson was about seven weeks before the 
rebellion; -and the letter from Joe was read by the side of the 
chapel, at plantation Le Resouvenir, the Sunday of the 17th Au- 
gust. In the mean time, I ha(} been inquiring amongst other friends; 
and in about two weeks after I had received the first message, I 
went to Daniel, the Governor's servant; he is a church brother of 
the Methodist persuasion. I inquired- of Daniel if he had heard 
of our freedom being come out«>and told him he must inquire and 
seek after it, and let me know whether it was true or not, which 
he promised to do. He said he had heard a little of it; ifit was a 
thing God ordained for us, it will be; but it is a good thing to have 
a little patience. York also, of Success, declared, that the overseer 
of New Orange Nassau had stated, that we were free; that all the 
great men at home had agreed to it, except our mnsters. Provi- 
dence, of New Orange Nassau, confirmed what York said, and th«it 
it was told him by the overseer. I called upon Tully, Mr. Hynd- 
' man's servant, the same day I saw Daniel, the Governor's servant. 
* About a week before I saw Daniel, Susannah, Mr. Hamilton*s 
house-keeper, spoke to me outside ' Bethel Chapel ; it was in the 
morning of a Sunday, about nine o'clock; and told me, that Mr. 
Hamilton had declared we were to be free; but he did not think it 
would be given to us, unless all the senile people went by force 
about it, and would not give it up, without a positive promise from 
the Governor. I asked what she meant by force?— did she mean 
we were to fight for it?— She said no, not to fight for it, but take 
' away all the arms ; and that as soon as we had done so, we were 
' to take possession of them, and turn all the whites off to town. 
' As for himself, he did not care, as he was going off the country; 
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sUghty-^living at the same time no provisions but some 
biscuit) find a little pork, in consequence of peremptory 



l^ixt he wished we would give him a Httle time^ to get away hi^ 
•tock, and ati bis things* From that period, until the Sunday be- 
fore it broke out, no regular plan was laid; I myself held no com« 
munication with Parson Smith; but on Sunday, the 17th, when the 
plan was arranged in Success middle-walk, Quamina went to Mr. 
Smith, who told him we must try to stop a little, until he could 
get a paper that was to be read to us. When we laid our plan, 
Quamiti^ Seaton of Success, Manuel of Chateau Margo, Paris^ 
Telemachus, Quamina of Nabaclis, and Peter, head-carpenter of 
JLe Resouvenir, were the principal semible men; there were a great 
many others from Success and Le Resouvenir, who were not deep 
in it; and I will state to the Court,/. if they think proper to ask me,, 
the list of those whom I know to be principally concerned. Pre* 
vious to. the meeting after morning, and before forenoon service, % 
went to Susannah*^ house^ in consequence of a message recmed by 
me from her son Edward, that she wished to see me. Seaton wa» 
present when iihe told me, in her own house, that if one or twa 
sensible people would come to Mr. Hamilton, he would put us in 
the. way of it (Seaton I shall call as a witness). I theq wished to 
aee Mr. Hamilton, but found him engaged with two gentlemen, 
walking up and dowa in ih^ hall. After service I returned, and 
asked her what Mr. Hamilton said?—- She answered, he was en- 
gajged,^ and could not see me; but Mr. Hamilton said^ we must go 
bjr force, and collect a? many sei>sible people as possible ^ that if 
the Grovernor should come ta know the reasoiv of it, all we sensible 
people are to come forward, and speak; it is so, and camiot be 
hindered, if we are determined; that if we were not a parcel of 
cowards, we would have had it already; for it had been cnrdered for 
some time past. By thi& I understood our freedom, or at least 
three days m the week. I had received messages several times 
previously from Susannah,, bjr Edward, the little boy, her son. One- 
nessage was,^ that Mr. Hamilton had wished to see me, about the: 
freedom of the negroes having come out ; Dumfries heard the 
message, for we are always working together in one logie, or sb<» ; 
and the cross-examination of the boy Edward will show, that he 
was in the habit of carrying messages, of some kind, or other.. The . 
second message related to the arms which Mr. Hamilton premised 
to deliver up,^ provided we would take them by fovce.. This^ is^ in 
some measure proved by Edward's evidence, who* corroborates 
about the packing of the things, and all the other messages were of 
the same.4Lind. It was settled, that Billy and Jackiey Reid were to 
oommand at Mahaica;. Joseph, T^machus, and Sandy, at Bache* 
lot's Adventure; they were then ta go upwards to meet Jackey 
Reid, and downwards to meet the other leaders; Paris, from Good 
Hope, Goedluck, belonging; ta Mr» Petsr M'Cliure, and^rederidc,, 
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orders fr^n Colonel Leahy to proceed into the wootfl^ 
without a moment's delay. The party was even iin* 



fj/tTuxkeytn, were to hsre mentioned it at the Thomas. Gdodhick 
laid, that he knew the way to come at the fort, and that if the 
people would all agree, he would come. Paris told me, a week' 
before, that it wa& aeCtted at the Thomas; they however would; 
and I myself told them, that if they did so, the troops would murder 
a*}; he said, that is the only place where we ought all to go and 
<Ke. Active was witness to this, and has been: examined against 
me, and cross-examined. The plan then was, to take the arma, 
and confine all the white people in the stocks, for fear they shoukL 
escape to town-, and send the troops up before day-light, and that 
they should all be permitted to go to town the next morning. After 
.the white people had gone to town, we were all to provide our- 
selves, and wait till the Governor irould come up, or send up, to 
Icnow why we acted in such a way; and; if he did not come or 
•end, we were not to trust to po to town, but remain ipiiet on the 
estates, and not work. We did not expect any body would know 
of it, until the next morning, and we were desirous that no injurjr 
ahould be done to any of the whites, that no complaints be made 
against us. Joseph^ of Bachelor's Adventure, and Bristol, proposed 
to break up the bridges, and H was agreed that they should not be* 
broken up, untij^ they saw the troops were coming .up. Gillis, a 
field' negro, fona^ly belonging to MouP Repos, and now afidd- 

, negro on plantation De William, agreecjt to pet us many estates to 
join us on the West Coast, and to confmunicate with us, but we 
never received any message from him.. Groodluek was appointed 
to communicate the time of rising to the Thbmas. I saw him on 
Sunday, the 17th, and he told me, that he would inform them that 

' they were to be^n on Monday evening, on the Thomas, and to go 
up all the estates on the East Coast; he also engaged to speak to 
four boat-captains of Leguan, but I believe he only spoke to two. 
The Thom») people were to come up the Coast to us, and not ta 
attempt the town. My conduct at Success has been proved by the^ 
manager and overseer; and, although I had. been recently tied, and: 
for the first time in my life, and mtieh irritated, yet I protected the 

' managers and overseers from being injured, and put in the stocks^ 
Richard has been a runaway for several months, is. yery violent, 
and will dp harm yet, if left at large; I recommend his being se- 

' cured, at any expense or trouble, as he will be a rallying-point fov- 
all the dtsaiFected negroes; he is not to be trusted; he is a Gangee, 
but speaks the Corainantee. I admit the whole- of Calais' evidence 
to be true ;. but, with regard to Mr. Spencer's eYi4ence, it is partly- 
right, and partly wrong. I was there, but I deny having had a gun 
or belt ; and T never had a gun in my hand, the whole of Sat 
evening, night, or next day; it was a cutlass which I carried. I 

. ^ved Mr. Spencer from the stocks, but did not give the orders to 
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proinded with fiaAitnocksy hedsSingr or any sort of coir- 
venience^ they were obliged to cut down the bwnchts 



proceed ta Mon' Repos; it must have beeir some otler person. 
. The negroes and mjFself went on to Mon Repos^ and, when we 
reached- there, we met^ the Baron's people^ and a gceat crowd;, 
jsiany were firing. In order to stop the firings, I went round by the 
•ngine-house, close by tlie sicki-hoiise, for I was- afraid to< approach 
near, in consequence of a sharp- fire which was kept op.. I heard, 
the fire when I was near ta the buildings* From the sick-house I 
went stra^ht to the manager's yard; I did succeed in stopping the 
firing close' by the bouse, as Louis states, and' I am sore he must 
IktLYe seen me. I did not stay at aH, neither had I a gun;; to prove* 
that, I took no active part, except in- stopping the firings I refei^* 
to my witnesses, Active and Seaton, just as I was by^ the sick-house, 
I called to the negroes to come away ; I might have said * Come 
out,' as stated by Tony. I do not think, that more than two. giuis- 
were fired, af^er I Q,ot into the yard, and! succeeded in- getting: 
them away. I positively did nothing more ut Mon, Repos. When: 
Colonel Leahy, of the 21 st Regiment, was at Bachelor's Adventure,. 
I was at plantation Elizabeth Hall. I was calM by the people to 
bring the paper, which had been signed by the different managers^ 
op th*e Coast, that they had been well treated. I passed through 
the people, and went up to Colonel Leahy, and gave it to him ;. be 
gave me,, in* return, a printed paper of the Governor's,, which he 
Fead, and desired us to go home, and tell all the people to deliver 
up all the arms to the manager on the estate.. I told him I was 
not living up the Coast, and he said, never mi«d, go* home. While 
we were talking. Prince came up, was very violisnt, and wanted to 
tie up Colonel Leahy, and said, not to let him go;, but Joseph,, 
Telemachus, and Sandy, who had charge of all. the people up the 
Coast,, would not agree; The Coloners discourse F thought quite 
T^ulan. Colonel Leahy was still among&t us, whei[i^ Captain Croal 
earoe up) and wished to speak; he asked if any of the head j)eop]e 
were round him. I went up to him, as the people were making a 
iKHse, as he stated; what he says k very correct, except as> to, the 
gun, which is a mistake;, it was.ascutlassi and. I carried it inclined' 
along my ana, just a» he showed the Court. When he left u% 1 
went to- the. bridge. I told: the people that I was going home, and- 
I walked boldly dawa.the road about h^lf a miie^^ aller I had g^}t 
the Governor's pass.. When I heard tlie- firing, some people called- 
to me,, and'. J returned, and found that Hamilton of Success vwas- 
wounded; a man named Orange whs bcinging him; he was his> 
brother4nflaw;. and, with the assistance of some others, Quncco 
of Chateau Margd,. and Dick of Success,, we carried hfin to New 
Orange Nassau.

; tbey contrived te r^sl during the nighu As soon «& 



Sorter. I ate some bread, but I drank nothing. My father said- 
e had been to Parson Smith, who informed him,. 'Now that we 
had begun, we must go on wit4l it.* I never told, in presence of 
Ooodluck, that I had been to^ the fort.. I was simply explaining 
to Bristol, and others, that Daniel lived there.^-^LCaU Bristol to- 
prove this.] — Mn; Edmonstone came on Friday, with. Baron Van 
Grovestein; be sent me a message, that I must bring all the people 
to the buildings, and. hehoped we would be all wMling to. receive* 
him; many of us came. The next digs* Mr^ Edmonstone called 
again himself alone,* and took off his sword^ we went into the> 
dwelling-house, and; when he was coming away, he wanted me to- 
come with him to town in the chaise. I felt afraid, and went to 
my hottse^ under pretence of getting clothes;: I was afraid to give- 
myself up, and went into the bush with- my. father, and many others. 
I have now explained and declared every thing I know. The plana 
ef signing of the papers, by the difierent gentlemen, was a plan that 

, we had adopted to send to the Govjernor. I went up to Dochfour^ 

« on purpose to see Jackey Reid.; and I was very angry, with him^ 
for he had made a cegular agreement with me. Jackey and I had. 

• had regnlar discourse, in the presence nf^ my father, Quamina^, and. 
Bristol, about freedom being come out. Jackey said: it was very 
true, he had made a trial, and in this manner. Before the news 
came, the coopers used to make two puncheons out of dressed: 
staves every day; but, since- the news had come out, they had only; 
turned out one, to see if their master would be satisfied^ He siacfe 
he had been sick, 'or laid up,' for two or three days, that the blame 

. might not (all upon him;, and the white cooper had told his master- 
about it; that his master had tried them a. second time, and had- 
told, them, ' Xf you don't choose to work, you. may go to sleep.* 
I have no witnesses to prove the agreement; but it was settled^ 
that when every thing was fixed, I should let him know, and be:^ 
was to hold himself in> readiness, and get all the other estates ready- 
provided. But, Gentlemeni if J had matU no agreement^ wouid I 
go. and write such a letter, with a man I never agreed vnthf I* beg 
you Gentlemen of the Coiurt bear this in mind; of the way Jackey 
Reid behaved in this Court, after being sworn. I was acquainted; 
livith him» from bis being a teachei^ and before I knew any ether 
on that estate. He was over all the people on Dofilffour, and- 
many neighbouring estates. Do you, think that mim tells the ' 
truth? Gentlemen, whatever my sentence is, I submit to it with; 
resignation. I ha>«e lived all my life upon Success, my master'^, 
estate, where I was born, thirty years ago; and, durii^ the whole 
time, I haye been well treated, and have done my duty contented 
and happy. I eannot and do. ^Qt deny, that I have been concerned 
in this rebellion; but 1 declare Sioleumly, that I could Aot have 
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day-Bght began to appear next morning, the march 
was resumed, stSl keeping the track [now from Pto hj^ 

ficted thufi, had I not been: tx>]d- that we were- entitled to» our free- 
dom, and that it was withheld from us by our masters. NiOt onljr 
was every deacon and. member of the church acquainted with it,^ 
before- it broke out^ bat even Parson Smith knew the whole plan. 
It was told hin* by my fether and Bristol, on Sunday the 17th 
August, and Brbtol told it to Manuel, and Manuel told it to me. 
Ask Bristol, he will tell Parson, Smith wanted us to wait— if lie did. 
not know ¥Khat we- were gofng to do, would be- have told- us ta 
wait? I appeal to you, and to the evidence before you, concerning 
my conduct, whether I have not prevented every mischief I could, 
and whether I have not saved some lives, (or, if blood had once 
been shed, no efiBbut could have stopped it afterwards. Richard: 
and Hamilton were the head men at Success. I never headed any 
oTthe gangs, but every man at Triumph and Mon Repos knew me. 
When I stopped the firing, the people then paid me great attention, 
and I exerted myself to prevent any person being hurt. I beg the- 
CQurf to examine my witnesses, and particularly Susannah, and to, 
«ee if I have not spoken the truth. I never carried a gun; but I 
will say fairly. I had a cutlass, which I cacried> the whole time. I. 
' hope my witnesses will prove that I have spoken the truth, for such^ 
I solemnly declare to be what I have related; and I humbly throw 
myself upon the morcy of the- Court — I am satisfied that I have 
bad a fair trial — I' have seen the anxiety with which every Member 
of this Court-Manial has attended to the evidence, and the patience 
with which they have listened to- the cross-examinations of the* 
witnesses. From, the hour I was made prisoner by Captain MTurk, 
up to this time,. I have received the mos$ humane treatment fronb 
all the whites; nor have I had a single insulting expression from a 
white man, either. in prison, or any where else. Before this Court- 
I solemnly avow, that many of the lessons and discourses, and the 
parts ef Scripture selected for us in chapel, tended to^ make us 
dissatisfied with our situations as slaves; and, had there been no 
IMietfaodists on the East Coast, there would have been no revolt^, 
as you must lunre dbcovered by ^e evidence before you. The 
deepest concerned in the revolt, were the negroes most in Parson 
Smiths coniidenee. The half-sort of instructions we received^ I' 
now see was highly improper; it put those who could read, on ex- 
amining the Bible, and selecting- passages. applicable to our-skuatioo 
as slaves; and; the promises, held out therein were,., as we imaginec^ 
M to be applied to our situation, and. served to make us dissatisfied 
and irritated agamst our owjiers, as we were- not always able to. 
make out the real proceeding of these passages. For this. I: refer 
to my brother-in-law, Bristol, if I am speaking the truth or not.« 
I would not have avowed this to you now, were I not sensible that 
f ought to make every atonement for my: past conduct, aod pul- 
you on your guard in future.

•the prisoner at the jisil about seven hours last, night;. I wrote the 
defence just read from the prisoner's ow.n dictation, as far as tb«:

Jail every morning. I saw on the table of the Cipier the defencer 
Mr. Heri)ert had written for Jack, and found that it did not coii» 
tain many statements which Jack had told me in repeated conver- 
sations Ihiid held with bhn; I went down to the cell, and told it 
to Jack, and put down many suggestions for him, and read ihelii: 
over afterwards to him, and he approved of them." 

WITNESSES FGR THE PRISONEH. 
** Negro Active examinedi 
^1 recollect seeing Cato at Jack's house, six or seven weeks* 
before the Rebellion. I (fid not hear th-at their freedom had come* 
out; but Ckto said, if they did not seek for their rights, they were 
cowards J that it was all b^ore them. I went with York, and took: 
a letter to Joe Simpson: the reply was verbal— to go away, ahcL 
he would send an answer by and by^ It was on Friday, about tenc 
days before the war. I saw the Prisoner at Triumph; he had a. 
eutlass,. and I am sure he had no gun. I saw Jack, do, nothing else: 
at Mon Repus^. except stop the firing.

"^I saw CatO' at Jack's house | he brought a message^ frmn^ Jhe, 
ikax Jack must send two men to him.

dkop on Success, when the little boy Bdward brcMigbt & fnessage t^ 
JadCy through Susannah, from l^r. Hamilton; the bojr sald^ thai^ 
Jack was to choose three sensible negroes, and cove over f& Mr. 
Hamilton with them. I also heard Bdward say,. Uiat Mr. Hamilton 
was ready to gi?e his gun and powder to the negroes, provided 
they would promite not to hare him. 

*' Negro Daniel examined. 
*^Iam the Governor's servant, and am^ a free- man, made so b^ 
t^e Colony. I remember seeing the prisoner Jack in July, on a 
idioday, at the Garap*House; hd came and inquired for raef I went 
to him; he came to know from me» as the Governor's servant, if 
I had heard any news; I asked what news; he said he had heard 
all the slaves were to^ be made free ; I told him I had not heard 
any such news, nor did I suppose it could lie true; he said the- 
teasen why he asked me was,, because Dr. M'Turk came up the 
Coast with a paper from the Governor, desirine that the head men 
tif the estates should be brought together; he meant the head 
flaves^ft>rlHdding them, as far as he couid understand, coming to 
town oa Suilday without an .overseer or a pass; he said they are 
allowed to keep tl)i^ meeting en .the estates from seven till' nine». 
and to ga to» their church service ^freely, but they were forbid com- 
ing with any complaints to town. ■ I told him I knew of no such 
things. Heaskea me if I coiild read and write; I knew him some 
wears ag(%. when I was servant to Governor Bentinck, ami we were 
beginning to learn to read together; J tuok the Bible to know how 
he coutd ready, and read a whole chapter to^hira, Sd chapter 1st 
Bpistle to Timothy; he read a verse of one chapter, which he said 
. was read in the chapel which he freauented. When he spoke to 
me about the people being free, I told him to beware, that I knew 
several people having lost their lives by that notion ; for wb«n ihe- 
. Governor made a proclamation afler that business in Barbados, he- 
had madte nie a present of one, and I knew from thence. I go %o 
town chapel, winch has no. connection with the chapel up tlie 
, Coast. T know Bristol of Chateau Margo, and Seaton; I had been 
Mving with Governor Bentinck; I know CatO| he has many timesin 
eome to Camp-House. 

** Negro BaiSTOL examined, 
*' I was present when Jackey Reid related to. Jack, that they had. 
made one; pwioheon instead of two, sineo. the. news of their. freeUoin 
had come out. 

" Crois-examined, by the Judge^Advocate. 
'* I am a deacon c^ Le Resouvenir. I cannot call to. my niind 
any particular passage in tbe Bible^ but I mijjht, if the passage wcra 
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Were obliged to march without any tracks in the direc- 
tion of Courabana Creek; and, after marching till six 
in the evening, encamped for the night among high 
bush, [at $3, suffering every privation, and almost ex- 
hausted with fatigue* On the following morning, Sq)-» 
tember 1 st, tlrey arose at day-break^ and were proceeding' 
on their march, when Captain Hillhouse informed 
Captain M^Turk, that the Bucks would proceed na 
further. Captain M*Turk, however, was determined 
to push on for Mahaica Creek^ towards which direction 
he immediately marched, with the detachnj ent of Mi- 
litia. The Bucks in consequence left him, and thetv 
leaders, Captains Brandes and Hillhouse, also. Cap- 
tain M*Turk and his party continued their march, 
travelling through a savannah for about eleven hours,^ 
and arrived at a small creek, [at z], whece they found 



read to me. I saw Quamina at Parsoa Smith's kouse,, the Sundajr 
before this kiroke out; they were there togedior alitUe japre thaa 
half an hoyr. 

** Negro SEATOtf exammedi 
^ I belong to Mr. Smith's chapel; am a deaeon and teacher. I 
beard Susannah tell Jack in her house, that Mr. Hamilton saltd, if 
we would bring three or foul* sensible people to him, he would ptit 
them in the way of obtaining the free-paper which had come out 
for them.. I saw Jack on plantation Triumph; he bad a cutlass; 
I heard the firing at Men {lepos, while Jack was on the side-line ; 
he went to the buildings, and not more than two or three guna 
were fired, after he arrived there; I saw him.stop the firing. I svtW 
him at Bachelor's Adventure, Clonbrook, and Ndbaclis, and at all 
of those places he had a cutlass, but no gun. I saw him prevent 
the people from beating Calais, the driver of Triumph; he prevent- 
ed thefn from putting the managers and overseers into the stocks, 
I did not see him give any orders to go from Triumph to Mon 
Repos; and, if he had given any such orders, I nmst have heard* 
them,, as I was dose to him.. 

'^ lieutenant-Colonel Leahy examined. 
" I am a Colonel of the anst R. N. B. Fusileefs. I saw the pri- 
soner at Bachelor's Adventure; I gave him a Proclaraation of Mai^ 
tial-Law ; at the same time I stated, that if they moved, on to town 
to see the Governor, thev would be hanged; that if they had anj 
thing to communicate to hini, it was to go' tlirough mc A niai^-' 
^ whom I don't know, made a proposition to tie me„ and the prisonec 
and others prevented them." 
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tlie water, such as it was, very acceptable. Proceeding 
on theu* march, in a northerly direction, they arrived 
iat the back of plantations Golden Grove and Nahaclis, 
where they halted for the night, and on the following 
morning, (Tuesday,) at six o'clock, they proceeded on 
by the public road to the Post Felicity, where they 
remained. The detachment of Militia marched for 
town, and arrived in the evening of Wednesdav, Sep- 
tember 3d. Thus ended an expedition, after the most 
harassing and dreary march, — in which two of the 
|>arty faii>ted from fatigue, and many of them were up 
to their middle in water, — without its being attended 
with that success which had been anxiously hoped and 
expected. 

It was necessary, however, that another expeditioti 
should be taken, in consequence of the absentees being 
of the most dangerous character, and known to be 
leaders in the revolt The two principal ones, Jack 
'and Quamina, [father and son], were yet lurking in the 
woods, for the apprehension of whom a thousand guil- 
ders had been oflfered by the Colony; and a notorious 
rebel, named Richard, belonging to Success, had eluded 
every pursuit, although he had been seen aback of 
some of. the estates. 

On Saturday, September 6th, that active Officer, 
Captain M'Turk, was again ready at the Post Felicity, 
with a party of nearly forty Indians, and a detachment 
of Militia under Lieutenant Rossitcr, joined by Com- 
missary Edie, who volunteered his services. About 
• five o'clock in the afternoon, a negro [Frank] came an^ 
gave information to Captain M*Turk, that he had seen 
the ringleader Jack Gladstone at Chateau Margo, the 
previous evening, and that he had no doubt but that 
he would be there that night. The Captain immedi^ 
ately sent a boy to ascertain the truth; and on his re- 
turn, he stated, that Jack was in the negro-houses of 
that plantation. In consequence of this intelligence, 
the whole party were ordered to be ready by one 
o'clock of the following morning; they accordingly 
departed for Chateau Margo, at the appointed tiihe^ 
and arrived at the negro-houses of that estate, [see r iit 
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the Map^ about half-past tvo o'clock, and immediately 
surrounded them, remaining there under arms until 
halt-past five, — when Captain M'Turk gave orders 
for a door to be opened of one of the houses, which 
was immediately obeyed from the inside; and, on some 
of the party entering, they discovered the rebel Jack, 
who was instantly secured. Suspecting that Quamina 
or other rebels were in the same house, they were de- 
termined to examine it minutely; but, after a close in- 
spection, could find no other person, imtil "one of the 
party, directing his attention to the roof of the building, 
tliere discovered a female astride across tile rafters. 
On their making her descend, she proved to be Jack's 
wife, and she was accordingly secured, as well as her 
husband. The remaining nouses were examined, but 
the search proved unavailing. The party returned 
with their prisoners to the Post Felicity, and at noon 
they were escorted to town, by a detachment of Militia. 
At one o'clock, p. m., the bush expedition was or* 
dered to n^uster, with their respective servants, haying 
evefy thing in readiness, and a sufficiency of provisions 
for at least four days. The march commenced through 
the middle-walk of plantation Le Resouvenir; and, on 
arriving far aback of that estate, the detachment di- 
vided Itself into three parties — scouring the plantain- 
walks, coffee-pieces, and examining the watch-houses. 
The three divisions met aback of the Triumph, and 
arrived at the back-dam watch-house of Mon Repos, 
at six o'clock, where they halted for die night. On 
the following morning, September 8th, at six o'clock, 
they proceeded into the woods, in a direct line between 
the above estates, [see Map], Captain M*Turk leading 
as well as the guide Messmelion, "[a negro that was 
t^iken coming out of the bush, and promised to lead 
the party to the camp occupied by the revolted negroes.] 
The march was continued along the water-path of Mon 
Repos until ten o'clock, when tEey altered tbeeir course 
ta S. £. [at f.], having got into a savannah, which be- 
came heavy, as the party advanced. They continued 
on the same track through pegass and water, in which 
Ihey were often up to their middle. Arriving at a 
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dump of bushv t'^l ^t three o'clock, tlie party slung 
their hammocks, intending to repose there for the 
night. It was here that the Captain discovered that 
there were not provisions enough to supply the Whites, 
Indians, and Negroes, for a single day; he therefore 
despatched three bush-rangers, with some negroes, back 
to Mon Repo% (which had been appointea as head- 
quarters,) and they returned on the following morning, 
September 91^9 much fatigued, having been obliged to 
drag through the sa^vantiah a negro of their party, who 
bad made himself beastly intoxicated. The expedition 
proceeded on their march for some time, when the 

fuide Messmelion lost, or pretended, to lose, his way. 
le pointed to a bottle, which he said he placed in a 
tree, when he was coming from the bush; this was 
plainly perceived; he was, however, severely beaten 
with sticks by the Bucks, but all to no purpose, — it 
appearing^ from observations made afterwards, that 
tnere were none of the insurgents in the bush at that 
time. 

The order was then given for returning, and the 
party proceeded on in a westerly course; and arriving 
at a spot of dry bush in the savannah, they supped 
and slung their hammocks for the night Resum,u|g 
their march, the next morning, through a tortuous 
route of savannah, razor-^ass, and heavy-matted bush, 
they arrived at the back-dam watch-house of plantation 
Lusignan, at one o*clock, p.m. They proceeded on, 
4md nalted at the watch-house of Mon Repos, and, 
after taking some refreshment, the party marched down 
the side-line of that estate, and arrived at the Post 
Felicity at half-past three o'clock, September J 0th. 
- A division of this detachment, under Dr. Johnson, 
was employed in scouring the back-dams of some .of 
Ae estates. They took five trunks, clothing, pipes, 
tobacco, $ugar, fisn, rum, &c. In this expedition, the 
detachment met "iVith, on their march, several benaps, 
or thatched sheds, generally erected for temporary 
shelter, by fugitive negroes. A specimen of one is 
given in the Map [vide JDi 

The above detachment of Milida had been scarcely 
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dismissed, nrhcn another arrived from town, under the 
command of Lieutenant Nurse — himself having private 
instructions from the Governor, in consequence of the 
negro Dumfries stating to His Excellency, that he 
would conduct any party to Jack and Quamina's camp. 
In consequence ot this communication, that indefatiga- 
ble Officer Captain M'Turk, although just arrived from 
« tiresome and fruitless expedition, 'pr^ared himself 
again to encounter the harassing fatigues that are 
invariably to be met with m a Demerara ibrest. 

Lieutenant Nurs^ with thirty-five men, and Wish- 
rop, the post^holder of Masoenery Creek, with twenty 
Indians, joined by Captain M^Turk, marched on the 
12tli, about noon, to plantation Beterverwagtine, sur- 
rounded the negro-houses there, and afterwards pro- 
ceeded on about four miles iai'ther up the Coast, to 
New Orange Nassau, when they surrounded the build- 
ings of that plantation, and continued there- for the 
night Early in the morning of the following day, 
they marched to the back-dam of Lusignan, and from 
thence through the bush to the back of Mon Repos, 
where th^ halted for a short time. It was here that 
Captain M'Turk, having resolved not to scour the 
bush, took with him part of the detachment, and pro*- 
ceeded [at an early hour, Sept. iSJ in a straight line 
to the camp of Jack and Quamina, — which was dis- 
, covered, after a continued march of twelve hours [see 
N. in the Map]. At this place were four negro-houses, 
with plenty of corn and rice in cultivation, but not 
bearing, Jn the houses were found trunks and pack- 
alls, in which were various articles accumulated by the 
fugitives *i and also some muskets, powder, and shot*

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On the following day, the party, With little deviation 
from the same track, marched out of the bush, and re- 
joined the division left at the back of Mon Repos, 
Here Captain M*Turk directed the Post-holder, with 
the Indians, to oideavour to search and find out the 
track of Uie ibgitives firom the bush to the estates, 
which they discovered on the succeeding day. On the 
following morning, 16th of Sept the party pursued the 
track, wnich lay behind plan^tion Success, and struck 
across, aback of Chateau Margo; and, while scouring 
the bush behind that estate, they discovered a fugitive 
negro^ who was promised his life, if he pointed out 
Quamina and his adherents, — which he agreed to do, 
but completely misled the party, by taking them in a 
contrary direction. Captain M*Turk, suspecting he 
was deceived, requested those who were at that moment 
with him, (which consisted of only sixteen,) to separate 
in different directions, to scour the bush, in which they 
were ftt last successful, by discovering two negroes, 
6ne of whom was Quamina, who^ akh6u^ repeatedly 
called to stand, endeavoured to make off; and, from

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the nature of the bush at that point, bring so very 
thick, it was impossible to secure him;, and, the mo- 
ment he was about to get out of Mght, he was fired 
upon by an Indian, [named CattoW, alias Skillikellyl 
and was shot through th^ temple, side, and arm*. la 
this expedition, the party at different times had taken 
• five fugitives besides Quamin% two of whom got clear 
off; the remainder of them were ordered to carry the 
de^ body — and Captain M*Turk, with Lieutenant 
Nurse, and the detachment under diem, marched out 
of the bush by the same track, and arrived at the Post 
Felicity. . 

On the following day, the 17th, a gibbet was erected 
in front of plantation Success, by the side of the pub- 
"lie road, and there surrounded by the Negroes of that 
estate, and a party of Militia, under arms, with the In- 
dians; the body of Quamina' was hung up in chains. 
The detachment of Militia, ynder Lieutenant Nursoj 
marched l^ack to the Post at Le Resouvenir, and the 
next morning returned to Georgetown with twelve pri- 
soQors,^ taken oh ther Coast at diiferent tijaaes— three of 
whom were those above mentioned. 

At this period of general alarm, when numerous ab- 
sentees were unaccounted lor of dangerous characters^ 
an apprehension was naturally entertamed that, th'roiigh 
the woods, they might be forming channels rf commu- 
nication with the yet peaceably disposed. Negroes, 
through the whole extent of the Coast to leeward. It^ 
therefore, became a matter of policy as well as necessity, 
on the west side of the Demerara River, to raise an ex-^ 
pedition immediately^ ia order to penetrate into the 
woods l^ehind the estates, to endeavour to detect and to 
seize runaways that might be found lurking there. The 
following narrative of the progress of an expedition 
towards the Boerasirie- Creek, for that purpose^ • has.

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been given by an ^ye-witness, and seems so iuteresfcing 
as to deserve a place in this Work : — 

** On Monday, the iSih September^ Lieutenant Allan, accompani^ 
ed by Lieutenant Millar, from BerblccL (who patriotically volunteer- 
ed bis services), and about seventeen of the young men from Leonora 
Post, twenty-six Indians, under their Captain, Goliah, and about twice 
as many Negroes, entered the bush aback of plantation Groenveld. 
They had not proceeded an hour's mareh before they discovered the 
still warm embers of a recent fire, and other appearances, which led to . 
the belief that bush-negroes were in advance, at no great distance. 
t Acting on this impuli^e, the party advanced as rapidly as the nature 
• of circumstances would permit, and, in three and a half hours more, 
fell in with a camp consisting of ten huts, and, as tbey afterwards 
learned, containing twenty-six bush negroes. From the scattered 
ntuation of the huts, to surround them was impossible. Ere the 
])arty was yet up, they had, in fact, taken the alarm, and fled with 
precipitation. In scouring the bush around, .nine prisoners were 
taken, and two, who made a most determined resistance, were ua 
fortunately killed, by the Indians, in s«l&defence, during the wannth 
of the pursuit. 

** In this camp, there wad no cultivation of any kind; they seem- 
td to subsist entirely by theft and plunder. The party remained 
herefbr the night, and, after destroy mg every thing, proceeded next 
rooming, in their course, towards the Boerasirie Post, one of the 
prisoners acting as a guide. On the second day the party came up 
with another of the negroes belonging to the camp they had left, on 
bis way to the great camp at Bonasique, of which the camp destroy- 
ed, appeared to have been ority an out-post. On the third day the 
party arrived at the camps of 1818, on the high Iands» and were 
then within a few hours of the Post ; but the path to the great 
camp lying through the swamps, along the Boerasirie, it was cotisi- 
4iiered proper to scour that tract, which occupied a day and a half-*- 
the part^ not arriving at the Post before the middle of the fifth day 
from th^ entrance at -plantation Groenveld-- the whole march hav- 
in<: lain through very deep swamps. 

** Besides the ten prisoners taken, mostly very old absentees, te- 
rera! others, belonging to the same camp, have been caught skulk- 
ing about the back dams of the several Bstates, having been driven 
out by fear and hunger ;-*so that out of the twenty-six of which the 
camp consisted, there are now only six or seven still unaccounted 
for ; and even these it is not likely can long remain in the bush, 
dieprived as they are of provisions. 

** On arriving at the Post at Boerasirie, Lieutenant Allan toBnied 
that the large camp at Bonasique had already been attacked by 
Lieutenant Lees, and that the Negroes had escaped, in consequence 
of having received information of what was going on, from one ^ 
«bose who escaped from the camp aback of the Groenvtld. Under 
these circumstances, to proceed was. considef ed useless. Patroles

. Of all the most dangerous insurgents now missings 
was Richard^ formerly alluded to ; numerous reports of 
, the place of his concealment were abroad^ but the gene^ 
ral idea seemed to be entertained was, that he mighty, 
by perseverance, be discovered in the bush behind 
plantation Success. Accordingly, that anxious and de- 
^termined Gentleman, Captain M'Turk,. of the MUitiat. 
witli about eleven privates of his own Company, pro- 
ceeded into the wo4|ds at tlie above point, on Monday^ 
the 29th of iBItemDer ; and, after a fruitless search,^ 
though contimed with the utmost vigilance and caution^ 
and after enduring the grievous hardships and fatigues 
necessarily inflicted upon all who range thase wild 
forests, they were obliged to return on the Friday fol- 
lowing^ to their pain as well as their disappointment.*^ 
. It IS now necessary to advert to a case, intimateljf^ 
connected with the Insurrection — of which we have, in 
the foregoing pages, endeavoured to give a concise yet 
fcithfiil narrative^ which has justly excited the deepest 
interest. We refer to the arraignment and trial, by 
Court-Martial, of John Smith, of the London Missioni^ 
ary Society,^-exercising his functions as a Preacher^ 
under the authority of t£e Laws of the Colony, at plan- 
tation Le Resouvenip, on the East Coast. On the 13th 
of October, the Court duly met, and was composed 3f 
the following Members .•* — . 



• It was not until' the 27th ofDecemher, that Richard' was at 
last taken. On the evening ofthat day [Saturday] in attempting 
to pass Mahaicony Creek, heing abont twelve miles from Manaicft 
Creek, he we- reeognized by two Negroes, watchmen on an adjoin- 
ing plantation. They succeeded in securing him, and he was brought 
to Georgetown, by a detachment of the East .Coast Militia, on the-

Seeomi CAarge.-^FoT that tie, the said John Smith,, having, about 
the 17th day of August last, and on cUvers other days and timea^ 
theretofore preceding^ advised, consulted, and corresponded with a 
certain Negro named Quamina, touching and concerning a eertaia 
intended Revolt and Rebellion of the Negro Slaves within the Co- 
lonies of Demerara and Essequebo; and further, after such Revolt 
and Rebellion, had actually commenced and was in a course of pro- 
secution, he, the said John South, did further aid and assiHt in such 
Rebellion, by advising,, consulting, and corresponding, touching the 
same, with- the said Negra Quamina, to wit, on the 19th and 20th 
<»f August last past^ he, the said John Smith, well knowing such;

known ttae same to the proper Authorities ; which Revolt and Re- 
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(»ef!iorf dii 8ubseqne-.tly take place, to wit, on oi' about the 18t& 
of AttgusC now fast past. 

Fourth Charge.-^For that he, the said John Smith, after such 
Revolt and Re^IIion bad taken phee, and during the existence 
thereof, to wit, oif or about Tuesday and Wednesday, the 19th and 
doth of August now last past, was at piantatfoty Le Hesouvenir, in 
presence of and held coaamunication with Qjoiamiaai, a negro of plan- 
tation Success— be, the said John Smithy then well knowing the 
said Quamina to be an Insurgent engaged, therein; and that b^, the 
said John Smith, did not use his utmost endeavours to suppress the 
same, by securfng and detaraing the said Insurgent Quamina, as a 
prisoner, or by giving information to the f>roper Authorities, or 
otherwise, boi, on the contrary, permitted tne said Insui^ent Qua- 
mina to go at large and depart, without attempting to seize and de- 
tmn him, and without giving any information respecting him to the 
proper Authoriiies— against the Peace of our Sovereign Lord th^ 
King, his Crown and Dignity, and against the Laws in force in this 
Colony, and in defiance of the Proclamation of Martial-Law issued 
hy his Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor. 

This important trial, from tlie voluminous evidence 
which was taken on the occasion, the extreme patience 
and indulgence evinced towards the Prisoner, to give 
him the benefit of every thinff that could bear upon his 
innocence, was not concludea until the 2Mb of the fol- 
lowing month, (November.) On that day the Court 
came to the following decision : — * 

'* The Court having most maturely and deliberately weighed and 
considered the Evidence adduced in support of these Chai^^es pre- 
ferred »gaiust the Prisoner, John Smith, as well as the Statement 
made by him in hh defence, and the Evidence thereon ; with respecf 
to the First Charge, viz : ** For that he, the said John Smith, lon^ 
previous and up to the time of a certain Revolt and RebeDkui, 
which broke out in the Colony of Demerara and Essequebo, on oi

Crown and Dignity,*'— Is of opinioHy that he, the Prisoner, John 
Smith, is guilty of thus much thereof, to wit, ** For that he, the 
said J6hn Smith, long pre\iou8 to, and up to the time of a certain 
Revolt and Rebellion .which broke out in this Colony, on or about 
the I8lh of August now last past, did promote discontent and dissa- 
tisfaction iii the minds of the Negro Slaves, towards their Lfiwful 
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Masters, Managers, and Overseers,'*— but acquits - hiosn of the op-^ 
mainder of the said Charge, for want of sufficient proof thereof. 

*' With respect to the Second Charge, namely, ** For that he, the' 
said John Smith, having, about the 17th day of August last, and on 
divers other days and times theretofore preceding, advised, consult- 
ed, and corresponded with a certain Negro named Quamina, touch- 
ing and concerning, a certain intended Revolt and Rebellion of the 
Negro Slaves within these Colonies of Demerara and Essequebo ; 
and further, after such Revolt and Rebellion had actually commen- 
ced and was in a course of prosecution,, he, the said John Smith, 
did further aid and ass st in such Rebellion, by advising, consulting, 
and corresponding, touching the same, with the said Negro Quami* 
n% to wit, on the 19th and 20th of August last pa'st, he, the sajd 
John Smith, then well knowing such Revolt and Rebellion to be in 
progress, and the said Negro Quamina to be an Insurgent, engird 
therein ;** the/ Court is of Opinion that he, the Prisoner, John 
Smith, is Guilty of so much thereof, as follows, viz. : —** For that 
he, the said John Smirh, having about the 17th day of August last, 
and on one day theretofore preceding, acjvised, consulted, and cor- 
responded with a certain Negro named Quamina, touchi'ig and con- 
cerning a certain intended Revolt and Rebellion of theN^o blaveft 
within these Colonies of Demerara and Essequebo ; and mrther, af^ 
ter such Revolt and .Rebellion had actually commenced and was in 
a course of prosecution, he, the said John Smith, did further aid 
and assist in such Rebellion, by advising, consulting, and corres- 
ponding, touching the same,, with the said N^o Quanuna, to ^it„ 
on the 20th of August last past, he, the said John Smith, then well 
knowing such Revolt and Rebellion to be in progress, and the Ne-

him of the remainder of the said Charge. 

" With respect to the Third Chtfge^ v».: ^Fof tbat he, the 
said John Smith, on the 17th of August last past, and for a certain 
time thereto preceding, having come to the knowledge of a cer- 
tain Revolt and Rebellion intended to take place withm this Colo- 
ny, did not make known the same to the proper authorities ; which 
Revolt and Rebellion did sub^uentiy take place ; to wit, on or 
about the 1 8th of August now last past," the Court is of opinion^ 
that he, the Prisoner John Smith, is Guilty thereof. 

** With respect to the Fourth Charge, viz, : ** For that he,, the 
said John Smith, after such Revolt and Rebellion had taken place, 
and during the existence thereof, to wit, .on or about Tuesday and 
Wednesday the 19th and ^Oth ^August naw last past, was at plan- 
tation Le Resouvenir, in presence of and held communication wiih 
Quamina, a Ne^o of plantation Success, he, the said John Smithy 
then well knowwg the said Quamina to be an Insurgent engaged 
therein, and that he, the said John Smith, did not use his utn)ost 
endeavours to suppress, the same, by securing or detaining the said 
Insurgent Quamina, as a prisoner, or by givmg information to the 
proper authorities, or otherwise ; but, on the contrary, wermitti^d 
the said Insurgent Quamina to go at large and depart without at-^ 
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^vnpt\fiffo s&e and detain him, and without giving any inrormfl- 
tSon respecting him to the proper authorities, — against the peace o€- 
Our Sovereign Lord the King, his Crown and Dignity, and against 
the Laws in Force in this Colony, and in defiance of the Prodama- 
tion of Martial Law, issued by his Excellency the lieutenant- Go- 
f emor ;*' the Court is of opinion, that he, the Prisoner John Sn^ith^ 
is^ Guilty of so much thereof as follows, namely : *' For that be, the 
said John Smith, after such Revolt and Rebellion had taken place, 
and during the existence thereof, to wit, on Wednesday the 20th of 
August uow last pasty was at plantation Le Resouvenir, in presence 
of and held tomraunicatibn with Quamina, a Negro of plantation 
Success, he, the said John Smith, then well knowjng the said Qua- 
B)ina to be an Insurgent en^ged therein ; and that he, the said 
JohU Smith, did not use his utmost endeavours to suppress the 
•ame, by giving information to the proper authorities ; but on the 
contrary, permitted the said Insurgent Quamina ta go at large aod 
depart without giving any information respecting him to the proper 
authorities— against the peace of Our Sovereign Lord the King, his 
CroWn and Digmtv, and against the Laws in Force in this Cokxiy, 
Itnd in defiance of the Proclamation of Martial Law, issued by his 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor,*' and ac<^uits him of Jhe re- 
in ^tinder of the said Charge. 

" The Court having thus fonnd the Prisomer John Smith, Gmltyy 
Its atiove specified, does therefore Sentence him, the Prisoner Joha 
Shiith, to be Hanged by the Neck until Dead ; at such time and 
' place as his Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor and Commaoder- 
B-Chief may think fit to direct. But the Court, under all the cir^ 
' cumstances of the case, beg? humbly to recommend the Prisoner 
John Smith, to mercy." 

The Prisoner, who had previously been m custody 
in the Colony -House, was removed to Jail. On the 6tn 
of February following, the unfortunate man, who had 

departed this. 
_ as to the sen- 

tence of the X!ourt-Martia!. This did not reach the 
Colony till the 30th of the fi;>Ilowing month, (March), 
which was published by His Excellency the Governor 
as'a Gi^neral Ordar. It was expressed m the following 
terms ; —

^ He died between 1 aiid 2 o'clock in the morning. He was at- 
tended regularly during his indispogition, by skilful physicians — ^and 
the unfortunate man had the utmost attention and kindness shewn 
to him, by the humane keeper of the prison, [Mr. Fadmore], all the 
tine of his confinement.

been loi^ before in a bad state of health, 
life;* awaiting His Majest/s dedsion i 
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•* His Majesty has been graciously pleased to remit the Sentence 
of Death against John Smithy and to direct that he be forthwith t!is- 
^nissed from the Colony ofDemerara and Essequebo^ and enter into 
recognizance in the penalty of Two Tbousaod Pounds, not to re- 
side within the said United Colony, or within His Majfsty'B Colony 
of Berbice, or within any Colony or Settlement in thie possession of 
His Majesty in the West Indies, or within His Majesty's Colonies of 
the Bahama Islands, and the Bermudas or Somer*s Islands, or witb^ 
in His Majesty's Settlement at the Bay of Honduras.** 

On the 19th of January, exactly five months after 
the breaking out of the Insurrection, Martial-Law was 
formally announced to have ceased and determined, and 
the following General Order was issued on the c«c- 
casion :— •

Demerara, \9Ui January, IS24. 

TiiE Restoration of Tranquillity, and the consequent discontinue 
ance of the harassing Duties which the Militia has been ctilled 
Dpon to perform throughout the Colony, during the Five Eventfl^ 
Months last past, are circuntstances so cbeply interesting to the Co- . 
lonists generally, that His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief can- 
not forbear ofiering them his most cordial congratulations on their 
6ccurrence, and on the discontiiittance ot Martial Law. 

The praise-worthy exertions of Lieutenant Hennis, and the Dd^ 
tachment of Royal Artillery under hiscomniand— of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Le:ihy, of the 21st Fusileers. and the gallnnt Regiment un- 
der his command, as well as those of Captain Stewart, and the t)er 
tachment of the 1st West India Regiment -^-and of every Officer and 
Man of the Garrison, whose hearty co-operation, patience, and gnU 
lantry, have so mainly contributed to the safety of this valuable Seu 
tlement, claim His Excellency's warmest thanks ; and will, he doubts 
Hot, be long held in remembrance by the Community. 

To the vigilance, zeal, and intrepidity of Brevet-iHajor Simpson, 
and the Troop of Cavalry under him, the Commander-in-Chief, and 
the Colony at large, are in an eminent degree indebted— and His 
Excellency «eues this opportunity of recording his sense of their 
Services. 

His Exeellency stso requests that Brevet-Major Albouy will ac- 
cept, and uonvey to the Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and 
Men of the ArtUlery Company of Demerara Militia, under his com- 
mand, bis ma»t hearty thanks for the support he has received from 
their discipline^ zijsal, and good conduct, from the first moment of 
the disturbance to the present period. 

The Commander-in-Chief cannot but express his sense of obliga- 
tion to Major Croal, and tbe Rifle Corps, I). M. under his cony- 
mand, fpr M»eir gallantry and a^tivit^, dunng the late Revolt i their 
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CDol <:oiiRpge, active exertions, and patient perseverance whilst su(^ 
fcring evef^' privation and excessive fatigue, do them infinite honour. 

The unanimity and willingness of the 1st Battalion Demerara 
Militia, the promptitude with which, under every disadvantage, it 
assembled at the moment of alarm, and the zeal and activity with 
which it has continued to perform the harassing duties necessarily 
required of it, as well on Detachment as in Georgetown, reflect the 
highest credit on Major TuUoh, and the Officers, Non-Commission- 
cd Officers, and Men composing it. To them, as well as to Major 
Frankland and the Officers and Men of the Provisional Battalion, 
D. M. the Commander-in-Chief, aft a moment when, by a material 
relaxation in the military duty required of them, he is enabled to 
admit of their generally resuming their ordinary occupations in lifb, 
begs to express his best thanks for the unremitting support he has 
received from them in common with every Member of the Geoi^e- 
town Brigade. 

His Excellency, sensible of the great advantages this Community 
ha«» ddrived from the eminent services of Lieutenant-CoIonebGood- 
man, the Commandant, to whose military talents and indefatigable 
exeruons, the present efficient state ^f the Militia Brigade^ under 
bis coounand, is so hiphfy attributable— gladly avails himself of the 
occasion to record this public testimonial of high approbation of his 
conduct since the commencement of the late Insurrection, In thus 
expressing the obligations which His Excellency owes to Lieutenant* 
Colonel Goodm^, he feels proud in the confidence that he speaks 
not only his own opinion, but gives utterance to the unanimous 
sentiments of the Community, which has so materially benefited by 
bis unremitting attention in conducting the Duties confided to him 
during a period momentous beyond precedent in this Colony. 

In the Revolted District, Detachments of the 1st and 2d Battar- 
lions were actively and usefully employed to the eastward, under 
Brevet-Major S*Gravesande; and to the westward, under that indef»- 
* tigable Officer, Captain MTurk, whose judicious arrangements anci 
frequent marches into the interior, completed the breaking up of the 
band of Rebels, who retired to the woods, and tended to thei» 
eventual capture - to these Officers, and the latter in particular, the 
'Commander-in-Chief is infinitely indebted for their zeal and exer- 
tions on aU occasions. 

His Excellency begs further to acknowledge the zealous and coti« 
Btant support he has received from the Officers of both the Military 
and Colonial Staff^and cannot dismiss the subject without express* 
ing his confident hope, that whilst circumstances admit of.great re« « 
laxation of duty, the zeal and unanimity of both Officers and Men, 
will not cease to be employed in inaintaining the Militia in it$ pre* 
sent efiective state, oq which their mutual security must so matm* 
ally depend.

X^eary Barracks, on the 2d day of January, 1824.-Major Himkt Ca?a^ 
BOSK, Ut West India Regiment^ President. 

He was tried on the following charge-'-" For having absconded from 
bis estate, ;( Chateau Margo),' on or about tlie night of Monday, the 18tlt 
of Au^st, 1823, last past, and joining the disaffected Negroes on tht 
£ast Coast of Demerara, and remaining in the bush with the rebel Negro 
Richard for a considerable space of time, until apprehended by a party ol 
Watchmen.*' 

He was pardoned by the Governor, in consequence of his services io 
endeavouring* to trace the rebel Richard. 

I Barlyon the morning of the 6th November, 1823, between thirty - 
and forty insurgent Negroes were escorted from the Jail to the I7ai| 
CToast, to witness tiie flogging of ten Rebels onihe different estates. They 
WM» afterwards delivered over to their respective plantations or owners. 

. • The Hon^ Cbptkia Michael M<Turk, Demefor^ Militia, being sworii, 
deposed—That be knows the Prisoner, and received htm in the month of 
/November last as a guide from Captain Chads, 1st West India Regiment, 
to show him where the rebel Richard was concealed, and whcun be had 
left only two days l)efore.^^ The Prisoner pointed out the tract, and led 
In'mto Richard's camp, but Richard was gone.— The Prisoner did evciy 
thing in his power ito find out the direction Richard had taken.— Svi« 
deuce adds, that Trim was then a prisoner in charge of Captain Chads, 
and that he delivered him into that Officer's custody again on his return 
from' the bush.

Represents the retreat of Lieutenant Brady, on the South <iai)Di 
of the Mahaica Canal. 

On the draw-bridge in the fore ground, the Lieutenant halted 
prerious to the arrival of the Rebels. He ifi represented in the 
midst of his little party when opposite the dwelling-house of planta* 
tation Cionbrook-»his men were in their fatigue-dress, and himself 
in a blue surtout, and cap covered with oii-skin, having his sword 
unsheathed under his left arm. The ring- leader. Prince, with a black 
flag, is rallying on the Insurgents to proceed up the Nortli dam, for 
the purpose of cutting ofT the retreat of the military ; to obtain 
whicn object, many of the Rebels were seen making their way 
through the coffee-piece and trench. Behind the draw bridge, is seen 
part of the buildings of Clonbrook; that on the right, at the extre- 
mity of the design, is the hospital. That building, the roof of which 
is partly hidden by a large tree, is the dwelling-house ; adioining to 
which, are four cabbage trees, and a cocoa-nut tree. The roof of 
the building seen above the trees in the distance, and intersected by 
n cabbage tre^ is the dwelling-house of plantatioD Beehive; Qpp6-

tate ; the small buildings near to it, are the shipping-houses of plan^ 
t9tion9 Beehive a«a Greenfield, tha third draw4xlc^, sligWtly per- 
ceived in the view,w' that af Greenfielil, and near to it, apparefttl3% 
and scarcely discernable, resembling a point in' the horizon, is the 
large draw-bridge bdtween plantations Grove and Unitj. 

Thitf view was taken on the 21st of September, I8sa, from the 
bulk of an old scdiooner lying on the Canal dam, a short dislmfca 
from the buildings of Ann^s Grove. 

The genend effect and appearance of thie itiol>of ImiirgastSj'aS' 
fer as relates to their movements and tumufeiiotw assemblage, was 
particulariy described by Lieutenant Brady to the Author on the 
apot, who had the lionour of being accompanied by the Lieutenant 
IKid Captain Appelius from the Military Post to the Canal, for that 
purpose. Captain Appelius saw the drawing previcUs to Its being 
^pngraved» and was pleased to «c|ires8 his satisfhetion at the corvect 
rc^rescDtatioD of the subject.

Represents the rencontre at Bachelor^sr Adventure. 
. At the^extremity of the design on the right, is the detadunent of 
the Ist West India, under Captain Stewart. They have just com- 
.menced firing near to the Company Canal^ which divides ^lisabedi 
' Hall from that of Bachelor's Adventure. The Rifle Corps, under 
Captain Croal, are seen firing across the cotton pieces, into which 
the Insurgents fled for safety, or lay hid in ambush. In an opposite 
direction on the public road, is seen the 21st North British Fusi* 
)eers, under Captain Appelius. The Rebels may be discerned coming 
^down in great numbers, by the side-dam that separates the plantation 
' Paradise from that of Bachelor's Adventure. The figure on the 
road near to the buildings of the estate, represents Colonel Leahy. 
In the distance is slightly discernable, the old Beacon, situated on 
the Const, near to plantetion Haslington. The long avenues of cab- 
bage trees, are those of plantation Paradise ; the buildings of whidh 
are partly perceptible in that part of the distance, situated above the 
Rifle Corps. In the fore-ground, is part of the Company Canal and 
its dam, from which some of the Rebels are rushing into the cotton- 
piece, while others are lying wounded and dead uj^on the dam.^ ^

. Represesuli tbe Colonial Armoury, or Guard* House of George- 
town, and tbe adjacent buildings. 

Thli view wa^ taken from the re&idence of the Civil Comoaissary, 
H. B. ^Praser, Esq., and represents the First Battalipn of the D^me" 
rara Militia and the Artillery Corps at parade. 

The Guard -House, recently constructed, may be considered the 
-only building in Georgetown possessing a correct architectural cha- 
ra^ter,--it being only of late occurrence, that the Colony has bad 
the advantage of a Colonial Architect; the situation of which, is at 
present filled by James Hacket,.£sq», whose well known professional 
isilents requires no c mment. The large building in the centre of 
the view, and nearly behind the Guard-House, is the Colony-House 
where the Court-Martial was held. 



The Provisional Battidion on parade ; in the back-ground is the 
Scots' Church; which hupplied the flace of barracks to a large body 
of men. On the left of the design, is the residence of H. fi. Fraser, 
Esq., from whence the view of Plate 5 was tiken. Between the 
trees is partly discerned the Court of Justice ; and, on tbe right of 
the fore-grouud, is part of tbe Guard-House.
